In  the  afternoon  I  had  Practical  Chemistry,  and  was  given 
TLSO,  to  estimate.  After  this  I  had  a  "sep,"  which  I 
found  to  contain  barium,  sodium,  thiosulphate,  and  borate. 

The  next  evening  I  received  a  letter  asking  me  to  present 
myself  on  the  following  Wednesday  morning  for  Theory. 
Here  I  was  first  sent  to  Prescriptions.  I  had  to  translate 
.two  into  full  Latin,  the  directions  for  the  first  bein^  "To 
be  applied  to  the  ears  daily  with  a  camel' s-hair  brush/'  and 
the  second  "  One  tablospoonful  to  be  taken  when  the  cough 
is  troublesome."  I  was  also  required  to  read  some  rather 
badly  written  prescriptions,  and  was  asked  several  doses. 
After  this  came  Botany.  I  was  given  a  transverse  section  of  a 
fern  rhizome  to  draw,  naming  the  different  tissues  and  their 
functions.  I  was  shown  a  fresh  specimen  of  Daphne 
Mezercon,  and  after  that  a  mushroom.  "What  is  a  mush- 
room ?  "  "  How  can  it  be  grown  ?  "  After  this  I  had  a  dry 
specimen  of  stramonium  with  a  young  stramonium-shoot. 
After  a  few  minutes'  interval  I  was  sent  to  Pharmacy. 
Here  I  was  given  ext.  bellad.  alcohol,  to  recognise.  "  Give 
strength  and  method  of  preparation."  "  Why  is  sacch.  lact. 
used?"  "How  is  the  liquid  extract'  prepared,  and  what 
is  its  strength?"  "Why  is  repercolation  used?"  "What 
other  preparations  of  belladonna  are  there,  and  their 
strengths?  "  "Give  doses."  "How  is  ext.  nucis  vom.  liq. 
prepared?"  "Strength  and  dose?  "  "Dose  and  strength 
of  ext.  nucis  vom.?"  What  is  meant  by  percolation'" 
"How  are  drugs  powdered?"  "What  is  meant  by  No.  20 
powderj  "  "  How  many  meshes  in  square  inch  of  a  20- 
sieve?  "  "  Does  the  menstruum  affect  the  degree  of  comminu- 
tion or  the  choice  of  percolator?  "  "  What  is  an  emulsion?  " 

Give  examples  of  emulsifying  agents."  "  Which  is  the  best 
for  ordinary  use?"    "How   is  vin.   antim.  prepared?" 

Orive  the  strength  and  dose."  "How  is  antim.  pot.  tart, 
prepared,  and  what  is  its  dose?"  "What  other  prepara- 
tions of  antim.  pot.  tart,  are  there?  "  Next  came  Chemistry. 
I  w.as  shown  a  Centigrade  thermometer,  and  told  to 
take  the  reading  and  convert  into  Fahrenheit  "  What 
is  Ayogadro's  hypothesis?"  "Of  what  use  is  it  in 
chemistry?  "What  is  nitrous  oxide  and  how  is  it  pre- 
pared? "    "  What  is  the  action  of  heat  on  ammon.  nitrite"?  " 

How  are  mtro-denvatives  prepared?  "  "  How  is  the  nitro 
group  introduced  into  (i)  a  paraffin  and  tu)  the  benzene 
ring?  "  How  is  acetamide  prepared  ?  "  "  What  is  an  amide 
and  what  is  an  amine?"  In  Materia  Mcdica  I  was  given 
for  recognition  elder-flowers,  cousso,  elecampane,  taraxacum 
(active  principle?),  podophyllum  (what  dees  it  contain  and 
how  prepared?),  mezereon-bark,  ammoniacum,  digitalis- 
leaves,  belladonna-root,  gentian  and  pyrethrum  roots  (in 
the  same  box).  After  waiting  a  short  time  the  Chairman 
informed  me  that  I  was  successful,  and  told  me  to  return 
in  the  afternoon  for  my  certificate.— Hydroxide  (34/17). 

Colloidal  Chemistry.— According  to  Dr.  Rosenmund,  the 
significance  of  colloidal  chemistry  is  that  it  gives  us  the 
key  to  so  many  _  biological  processes  and  places  us  in  the 
position  to  explain  pathological  appearances  correctly.  The 
way  in  which  remedies  take  effect  is  also  explained  by 
colloidal  chemistry,  and  a  wide  view  is  therefore  opened  up 
for  the  therapeutics  of  the  future.

SCIENTIFIC  PROGRESS. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Trixidin.—  A  30-per-cent.  emulsion  of  antimony  trioxide 
is,  according  to  experiments  conducted  upon  animals,  a  very 
effective  remedy  for  trypanosome  infections. 

adigan.-A  new  digitalis  preparation  is  an  extract  of 
digitalis  deprived  of  digitonin  and  the  saponin  substances  by 
precipitation  with  cholesterin.  The  preparation,  according 
to  Fraenkel  and  Kirschbaum,  loses  none  of  its  efficacy  by 
this  purifying  process,  and  has  no  poisonous  after-effects. 

A  Rhodesian  Ipomcea-root.- Mr.  Prosper  H.  Marsden 
Lecturer  in  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy  at  Liverpool 
University,  in  the  "Annals  of  Tropical  Medicine  and  Para- 
sitology "  for  June,  gives  particulars  of  a  specimen  of  a 
root  of  Iiyjmoea  brought  by  Dr.  Yorke  from  Rhodesia,  with 
the  statement  that  as  "  the  drug  has  such  a  powerful 
cathartic  and  emetic  action,  it  would  be  of  interest  to  ascer- 
tain the  active  principle."  This  rough  tuberous  root 
(weighing  260  grams  and  measuring  20  cm.  in  length  and 
24  cm.  in  diameter)  has  external  characters  corresponding 
to  those  of  Ipomcea  Horsfallice,  described  by  Power  and 
Rogerson,  the  hard  ash-grey  outer  portion  bearing  warts 
and  dark  spots  of  exuded  resin.  The  inner  portion  was 
evidently  decomposed,  consisting  of  a  black  pulverulent 
mass  inte-spersed  with  greyish  vessels.  Both  simple  and 
compound  starch-grains  were  present  in  quantity,  as  well 
as  resin-secreting  cells  in  the  cortex.  The  root  was  found 
to  contain  61.47  per  cent,  of  moisture.  The  outer  portion 
exhausted  with  hot  .alcohol  gave  6.95  per  cent,  of  extractive 
having  an  odour  of  gentian  extract.  This  treated  with 
water  left  an  amount  of  dark-green  resin  corresponding  to 
0.85  per  cent,  of  the  root.  The  inner  portion  treated 
similarly  gave  8.19  per  cent,  of  soft  extract  and  3.70  per 
cent,  of  resin.  An  endeavour  is  being  made  to  obtain  leaves 
and  flowers  of  the  plant,  so  .as  to  establish  its  identity. 


Perfume-plant  Culture  in  Austria. — It  is  reported 
that  a  syndicate  has  been  formed  in  Austria  for  taking  up 
on  a  large  scale  the  cultivation  and  sale  of  plants  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  essential  oils  and  perfumes.

Brevities. 

A  poison-licence  has  been  granted  by  Eccles  Town 
Council  to  Albert  Victor  Sutterby,  53  Liverpool  Road, 
Eccles. 

Mr.  Joseph  Gibson,  of  West  Barnby,  Lythe  (Yorks), 
has  applied  for  a  poison-licence  on  behalf  of  the  Whitby 
and  District  Farmers'  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.

At  Bournemouth  on  July  1,  the  wine-licence  attached 
to  the  business  of  Mr.  A.  G.  Simpson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  4  Bank  Buildings,  Christchurch  Road,  Bos- 
combe,  was  transferred  to  Mr.  A.  F.  Attwell.

Mr.  Edwy  G.  Clayton,  analyst,  Richmond,  who  was 
convicted  of  conspiracy  in  connection  with  the  suffrage 
movement,  and  released  on  licence,  suffering  from  the 
effects  of  hunger-striking,  has  since  disappeared.

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Tincture  of  rhubarb  was  among  the  drug  samples  taken 
for  analysis  in  Hereford  last  quarter  ;  it  was  certified  as 
genuine"   None  were  ascertained  to  be  adulterated. 

The  report  of  Mr.  G.  Embrey,  F.I.C.,  the  Gloucester- 
shire analyst,  for  the  quarter  ending  June  30  shows  that 


115  samples  examined  included  camphorated  oil,  glycerin, 
pepper,  spirit  of  nitre,  and  vinegar. 

The  report  of  the  Portsmouth  analyst  (Mr.  F.  W.  F. 
Arnaud,  F.I.C.)  for  1912  shows  that  1,140  samples  were 
examined  during  the  year.  These  included  :  Cam- 
phorated oil  17,  castor  oil  10,  olive  oil  9,  tincture  of 
iodine  8,  mustard  8,  pepper  8,  milk  of  sulphur  6,  boric- 
acid    ointment    6,    carbolic-acid    ointment    6,  Seidlitz 


powders  6,  white-precipitate  ointment  5,  baking-powder  4. 
cream  of  tartar  4,  ground  ginger  4,  honey  4,  ammoniated 
tincture  of  quinine  3,  glycerin  3,  ground  gentian  3,  liquid 
extract  of  cinchona  2,  liquid  extract  of  ipecacuanha  2, 
eucalyptus  oil  2,  ground  caraway  2,  ground  mace  2, 
pepsin  1,  and  albulactin  1.  The  report  states  that  "as 
a  general  rule  the  drug  samples  examined  were  of  stan- 
dard strength  and  had  been  carefully  prepared."  Two 
drug  samples  were  returned  as  adulterated,  there  being  a 
boric  ointment  containing  less  than  half  the  proper 
amount  of  boric  acid  and  a  sample  of  liquid  extract  of 
ipecacuanha  15  per  cent,  deficient  in  alkaloids.  Four 
samples  (liquid  extract  of  cinchona  (2),  liquid  extract  of 
ipecacuanha,  and  carbolic  ointment)  slightly  deficient  in 
active  constituents  were  reported  as  of  inferior  quality. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Pharmacy  has  been  visited  during  the  past  month  by 
the  gentleman  who  divides  his  purchases  as  was  Ancient 
Gaul.  The  prescriptions  in  some  cases  caused  alarm 
owing  to  the  great  doses  of  the  principal  ingredient.  In 
view  of  the  posology,  the  medicines  were,  as  a  rule, 
either  not  made  up  or  supplied  with  a  caution. 

A  coloured  man,  a  British  subject  from  Jamaica,  who 
was  selling,  ill  the  Bull  Ring  on  Monday  last,  recipes 
for  2d.  each,  which  he  said  would  cost  2s.  Qd.  from  a 
chemist,  was  charged  at  the  police  court  with  being 
disorderly  and  provoking  the  police.  The  case  was  ad- 
journed for  four  weeks  in  order  to  see  how  he  behaved 
in  the  meantime. 

Degree  Day  of  the  Birmingham  University  was  held 
on  Saturday  last.  Among  the  recipients  of  degrees 
were  the  three  sons  of  Mr.  Horace  Crowther  (West 
Bromwichj,  who  for  many  years  had  charge  of  the 
chemical  works  of  Messrs.  Chance  &  Hunt,  Oldbury. 
These  gentlemen  graduated  in  science  and  engineering, 
one  (Mr.  H.  L.  Crowther)  securing  the  Priestley  scholar- 
ship, another  a  scholarship  in  engineering,  and  the  third 
his  B.Sc.  degree  with  honours.  Mr.  T.  Harold  Reade, 
B.Sc.  (son  of  Mr.  Thomas  Reade.  managing  director  of 
Reade  Bros.  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Wolverhampton),  had  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Science  conferred  upon  him. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  city  analyst  (Mr.  J.  F. 
Liverseege,  F.I.C,  Ph.C.)  a  party  of  scientific  gentle- 
men, including  several  pharmacists,  were  invited  to  view 
the  new  municipal  laboratories  at  Broad  Street  on  July  5. 
The  premises  which  were  formerly  the  waterworks  offices, 
are  well  fitted  for  analytical  purposes.  There  was  an  im- 
posing arrav  of  samples  which  had  been  under  investiga- 
tion including  prescriptions  issued  to  test  the  accuracy 
of  local  dispensing.  The  two  chief  prescriptions  among 
the  latter  called  for  potass,  iodid.  51V.  to  6  oz. 
peppermint-water,  and  31V.  quin.  sulph.  c.  acid,  sulph. 
Oil  and  water  to  Jvj.  The  tuberculosis  department, 
officially  opened  on  the  previous  day,  is  situated  im- 
mediately below  the  analytical  department.

Royal  Visit  to  Lancashire. 

The  King  and  Queen  are  touring  this  week  through 
"Lancashire.  On  July  7  a  visit  was  made  to  the  soap- 
works  of  Messrs.  J.  &  J.  Crosfield  &  Sons,  and  the  Erasmic 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Warrington,  -where  their  Majesties  were 
received  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Crosfield,  Captain  George  Crosfield, 
and  other  directors  of  the  company.  The  Queen 
accepted  a  bottle  of  "Gloria"  perfume,  the  latest  pro- 
duction of  M.  Vivaudou,  the  company's  French  perfumer. 
The  following  day  an  inspection  was  made  of  Messrs. 
Pilkington's  glassworks  at  St.  Helens,  which  are  probably 
'the  finest  of  their  kind  in  the  world.  The  complete  process 
of  glass  making  and  polishing  was  inspected,  and  then 
Southport,  the  garden  city  of  Lancashire,  was  visited. 
The  town  was  beautifully  decorated,  the  chemists'  estab- 
lishments being  conspicuous  in  this  regard. 

A  notice  issued  by  Mr.  Harold  Lomax,  secretary  of 
the  Business  Committee  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association,  in  connection  with  the  Royal  visit  on  July  11, 
■states  :  "In  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Shops  Act,  the  Committee  recommend  the  chemists  of 
Liverpool  and  district  to  open  for  the  whole  day  of 
[Wednesday,  July  9,  and  to  close  for  the  whole  day  of 
Friday,  July  11.  This  procedure  would  ensure  uni- 
formity." 

Next  week  Manchester  and  Salford  are  included  in  the 
programme,  and  their  Majesties  are  sure  to  receive  a 
great  welcome.  Decorations  and  arrangements  in  Cotton- 
opolis are  to  be  of  a  lavish  nature,  and  the  notices  in 
the  chemists'  windows  on  the  route  show  that  pharmacists 
are  not  neglecting  the  opportunity  to  make  hay  while 
the  sun  shines.  Most  of  the  establishments  are  to  be 
closed  on  the  day  of  the  Royal  visit. 

In  connection  with  the  visit  "  The  Times  Engineering 
Supplement  "  of  July  9  devotes  half  a  page  to  the  chemical 
industries  of  South  Lancashire  and  the  manufacture  of 
soap  and  glycerin.  The  former  article  deals  with  the 
production  of  alkali  and  mineral  acids,  describing  the 
Leblanc  process  and  the  ammonia  soda  process.  The  soap 
and  glycerin  article  refers  to  Chevreul's  investigations  and 
the  beginning  of  Mr.  Joseph  Crosfield's  business  at  War- 
rington in  1815,  just  when  Chevreul  had  established  the 
chemical  composition  of  fatty  bodies  and  eight  years  before 
James  Muspratt  began  manufacturing  alkali  at  Liverpool 
by  the  Leblanc  process.

committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  stealing  15?.  from 
his  employer,  Mr.  Albeit  Lawson. 

At  Bristol  Assizes  on  July  9,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Bucknill,  Robert  Alexander  (31),  described  as  a  druggist, 
was  found  guilty  of  obtaining  by  false  pretences  from 
Wm.  Northcote  Seymour  51.  on  March  14,  and  51.  from 
William  Ernest  Phillips  on  March  25.  The  Judge  sen- 
tenced prisoner  to  twelve  months'  hard  labour. 

At  Preston  Sessions  on  July  3,  John  Edward  Berry 
(23),  labourer,  was  sentenced  to  four  months'  hard  labour 
for  breaking  into  the  shop  of  Mr.  W.  Thornber,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Blackburn  Road,  Accrington,  and  stealing 
1/.  2.s.  3f/.  and  a  door-key.  Prisoner  was  formerly  in 
the  employ  of  Mr.  Thornber.  (0.  <£•  D.,  June  7,  index 
folio  853.) 

At  Westminster  Police  Court  on  July  8,  Ralph  Gran- 
ville Rushworth  (25),  of  St.  Mary's  Grove,  Chiswick, 
assistant  in  the  drug  department  of  the  Army  and 
Navy  Stores,  who  appeared  on  remand,  pleaded  guilty  to 
robbing  his  employers  of  silver-mounted  scent-sprays  and 
other  fancy  goods.  Sentence  of  three  months'  imprison- 
ment in  the  second  division  was  passed. 

The  wife  of  Mr.  G.  H.  Cole,  chemist,  Ayrville, 
Blundellsands,  Liverpool,  who  was  staying  with  her 
mother  at  Heysham,  Morecambe,  missed  a  five-stone 
diamond  ring,  value  171.,  on  July  7.  A  similar  ring  was 
found  in  a  box  belonging  to  a  servant  named  Kate 
Almond,  but  the  latter  insisted  before  the  Magistrates 
that  it  was  her  property.    The  Bench  ordered  a  remand 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  London,  on  July  2, 
Mr.  David  Still,  chemist,  9  The  Village,  Charlton, 
was  indicted  for  a  serious  offence  against  Pose  Emily 
Woodgate  (15),  a  servant  in  his  employ.  Evidence  was 
called  on  both  sides,  Mr.  Still  going  into  the  witness- 
box  and  denying  the  allegations.  Mr.  H.  G.  Booth  was, 
addressing  the  jury  for  the  defence  when  they  stopped 
the  case  and  the  defendant  was  acquitted. 

At  a  Wimbledon  inquest  on  July  5,  Dr.  Taylor  (the 
Coroner)  commented  strongly  on  chemists  prescribing. 
It  appeared  that  deceased,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  George  (43), 
suffered  from  dyspepsia  and  constipation.  Her  husband 
sriid  she  had  a  strong  objection  to  having  a  doctor  or 
taking  medicine.  The  Coroner  :  "That  only  shows  what 
good  a  little  proper  attention  would  have  done.  It  is  an 
unwise  thing  for  a  chemist  to  give  medicine,  especially 
ir.  a  case  like  this,  where  the  husband  told  the  chemist 
his  wife  had  had  pains  all  night." 

At  the  Birmingham  Assizes  on  July  5,  Benjamin 
Warwick  (27),  general  dealer;  Rose  Aldridge  (38): 
Henry  Smart  (48),  general  dealer;  and  John  G.  Bridges 
(37),  painter,  were  indicted  for  having  in  January  and 
February  conspired  by  false  pretences  to  obtain  a 
quantity  of  powdered  borax  from  Messrs.  H.  Coghill  & 
Son,  at  Newcastle-under-Lyme,  with  intent  to  defraud. 
The  jury  acquitted  Aldridge,  but  found  the  other 
prisoners  guilty.  Warwick  and  Smart  were  eommiited 
foi  twelve  months,  and  Bridges  for  fifteen  months.

Dominican  Honey  and  Wax. — The  exports  of  honey  from 
the  Dominican  Republic  during  1912  were  161,130  gals., 
against  125.988  gals,  in  1911  and  129.210  gals,  in  1910.

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

Claud  Bernard  was  born  on  July  12,  1813,  and  began 
his  distinguished  scientific  career  behind  a  pharmacy 
counter  in  the  Vaise  quarter  of  Lyons. 

Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  before  terminating  his  three- 
days'  stay,  in  Paris,  handed  to  M.  Liard,  Vice-Rector  of  the 
University,  a  contribution  of  4,000/.  towards  the  new  Insti- 
tute of  Chemistry,  now  being  built  in  the  Rue  Pierre  Curie. 

Thermogene. — The  Paris  Court  of  Appeal  has  decided 
that  "Thermogene"  is  a  "new  and  original  term,  sus- 
ceptible of  private  appropriation,"  and  consequently  the 
exclusive  property  of  the  manufacturers  of  the  well-known- 
product. 

The  Poincare  Pharmacy. — A  tablet  commemorative  of 
the  birth  of  M.  Henri  Poincare  was  placed  last  week  on, 
the  house  at  the  corner  of  the  Grand  Rue  Viile-Vieille  at 
Nancy  by  the  Old  Boys'  Associations  of  the  Lycees  of 
Nancy,  Metz,  Colmar,  and  Strasbourg. 

The  Satisfactory  Manner  in  which  France  is  repre- 
sented at  international  exhibitions  is  due  to  the  existence 
of  a  permanent  private  committee  of  organisation,  which 
henceforth  is  to  form  an  official  "  Consultative  Committee 
of  Expositions."  The  Minister  of  Commerce  has  issued 
a  decree  to  this  effect. 

"La  Jolie  Parfumeuse." — The  pretty  French  custom 
of  the  "  rosiere  "  exists  even  at  Neuilly,  though  in  this- 
smart  and  up-to-date  suburb  of  Western  Paris  the  young, 
ladies  whom  the  mayor  and  corporation  delight  to  honour 
do  not  officially,  bear  the  name.  Mile.  Suzanne  Beaucarne, 
who  boasts  eighteen  summers  and  is  employed  at  a  per- 
fumery factory,  was  one  of  the  three  young  ladies  who 
received  "prizes  of  merit"  last  week.  The  purse  of  20/. 
she  received  was  due  to  the  liberality  of  the  late- 
M.  Lejeune-Quenain. 

Price-protection. — A  little  incident  which  transpired 
at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Arbitration  Committee  for 
Price-protection  attached  to  the  General  Association  of 
French  Retail  Pharmacists  aptly  illustrates  how  a  body 
of  this  kind  can  trace  and  check  erring  sheep,  in  many 
cases  without  invoking  the  aid  of  the  law.  From  informa- 
tion furnished  by  the  Nantes  Pharmacists'  Association,  it, 
appeared  evident  that  one  of  their  members  was  selling 
under  the  minimum  tariff.  The  matter  was  referred  to- 
the  committee,  which  communicated  with  the  offender. 
He  replied  by  an  apologetic  note,  attributing  the  incident 
to  the  error  of  his  assistant,  and  giving  assurance  that, 
it  should  not  be  repeated,  as  he  supported  price-protection. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Nantes  Association  having  favour- 
ably reported  as  to  his  confrere's  reputation,  the  com- 
mittee decided  not  to  take  further  steps,  but  the  local 
Association  (i.e.,  his  fellow-pharmacists  and  competitors)' 
was  recommended  to  see  that  the  good  resolutions  affirmed 
in  the  letter  were  duly  carried  out. 

Fluid  Extract  of  Cinchona. — In  a  recent  communica- 
tion to  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy,  M.  Bourquelot- 
hinted  that  the  Permanent  Codex  Committee  would  Be 
disposed  to  insert  in  the  French  Pharmacopoeia  the- 
formula  of  a  fluid  extract  of  cinchona.  The  Society  of 
Pharmacy  appointed  a  committee  to  draw  up  a  formula. 
The  matter  came  up  for  discussion  at  a  subsequent  meet- 
ing of  the  Paris  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association,  when 
M.  Mathurin  raised  the  point  as  to  whether  the  prepara- 
tions of  cinchona  would  be  classed  by  the  Excise  purely 
as  medicaments.  This  point  requires  to  be  cleared  up. 
At  present  de  Vrij's  preparation  is  classed  as  a  medica- 
ment, all  others  simply  as  wines.  If  a  formula  were  in- 
serted in  the  Codex,  the  Excise  would  probably  class  it- 
as  a  medicament.  M.  Boulanger  said  that  what, 
M.  Mathurin  desired  was  endorsement  of  the  present 
practice  of  selling  fluid  extract  of  cinchona  for  preparing, 
cinchona  wine.  The  Codex  Committee  would  not  adopt 
two  formulae  for  wines,  one  from  the  bark  and  another 
from  fluid  extract.    M.  Mathurin  agreed.

Dog  Pills. — Mr.  Meyer  Freeman  has  been  ordered  at 
Montreal  to  pay.  $125,  the  value  of  a  dog  which  died  after 
■the  administration  of  pills  containing  strychnine,  supplied 
by  Mr.  Freeman.  The  Judge  said  the  chemist  had  erred  in 
giving  strychnine  without  a  prescription  from  a  veterinary 
.surgeon  or  a  doctor. 

New  Brunswick. — -At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  on  June  24,  Mr.  J.  McD.  Cooke,  Monc- 
■ton,  was  elected  President ;  Mr.  H.  J.  Mowat,  St.  John, 
Vice-President;  Mr.  E.  R.  W.  Ingraham,  St.  John,  Regis- 
trar ;  Dr.  E.  0.  Steeves,  Moncton,  Treasurer ;  and  i.lr-. 
•G.  0.  Spencer,  Moncton,  Secretary. 

June  Meetings. — The  following  annual  meetings  were 
held  in  June  :  Prince  Edward  Island  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, at  Charlottetown,  on  June  11 ;  New  Brunswick 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  at  Moncton,  on  June  24 ;  the 
British  Columbia  Pharmaceutical  Association,  on  June  12 
■and  13  ;  the  Nova  Scotia  Pharmaceutical  Society,  at 
Digby,  on  June  24  to  27.  The  annual  examinations  of  the 
.Saskatchewan  Pharmaceutical  Association  were  held  in 
the  first  week  in  June  ;  there  were  thirty-eight  candidates. 

Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy. — At  the  semi-annual 
meeting  of  the  Council,  the  President  (Mr.  Stewart)  re- 
'Commended  that  the  stocks  of  narcotic  drugs  in  pharmacies 
should  be  curtailed,  that  legislation  should  prohibit  the 
sale  of  pure  carbolic  acid,  and  that  there  should  be  uni- 
formity throughout  the  Dominion  in  the  regulations  for 
the  sale  of  poison.  Mr.  Henry  Watters,  Chairman  of  the 
Examiners,  suggested  that,  in  place  of  a  four  years' 
•apprenticeship,  two  years  should  be  spent  in  a  pharmacy 
■and  two  years  at  the  College  of  Pharmacy.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Education  recommend  that  a  permanent  course 
■of  business  training  be  carried  on  at  the  College,  and  that 
.a  bureau  of  scientific  information  and  research  for  the  use 
of  pharmacists  be  established  in  connection  with  the  teach- 
ing department.  The  Finance  Committee  recommend  the 
payment  of  the  expenses  of  Council.

Sheep-dip. — A  company  has  been  formed  in  Cape  Town, 
■with  a  capital  of  25,000/.,  to  manufacture  arsenical  powder, 
ssheep-dips,  tobacco-extract,  nicotine,  etc.,  from  South 
African-grown  tobacco. 

Orange  Free  State. 

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council  of  the  O.F.S. — At 
*he  meeting  held  at  Bloemfontein  on  June  13  the 
following  members  were  present  :  Dr.  Manning  (in  the 
■chair),  Drs.  Bidwell,  de  Kock,  Pretoiius,  Tomory,  and 
Usmar,  Mr.  Whiteside  (dental  representative)  and  Mr. 
Hewitt  (pharmaceutical  representative).  The  question  of 
"the  advisability  of  recommending  legislation  with  a  view 
to  imposing  certain  conditions  in  the  sale  of  Dutch  medi- 
cines containing  opium  was  brought  up  by  Dr.  Tomory. 
No  resolution  was  taken,  and  the  motion  of  which  notice 
had  been  given  was  withdrawn  to  enable  Mr.  Hewitt  to 
approach  chemists  in  the  Province  in  order  to  find  out 
-their  views  in  the  matter.  The  following  registration  was 
confirmed  :  Alexander  Cruickshank  (chemist  and  druggist, 
Gt.  Brit..  1911)  as  a  chemist  and  druggist.  Address,

Natal  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  above  Society  was  held  at  the 
rooms  of  Mr.  G.  Stuart  Jones  on  June  5,'  at  8.30  p.m.,  with 
Mr.  E.  B.  Dunkerton  (President)  in  the  chair.    There  were 


also  present  Messrs.  Firth,  M.  W.  Stranack,  Fyvie,  Gale, 
Tyson,  Murray,  and  Goodbrand  (Hon.  'Secretary). 

The  Treasurer's  Report  showed  a  credit  of  59/.  4s.  lid., 
including  32/.  18s.  lid.  brought  forward.  Against  this  there 
was  an  expenditure  of  23/.  8s.  8c?.,  leaving  cash  in  hand 
35/.  16s.  3d. 

The  Chairman,  in  his 

Presidential  Address, 
said  the  increased  subscription  has,  as  anticipated,  been  tha 
means  of  placing  the  Society  in  a  very  sound  position,  and 
has  not  been  the  means  of  decreasing  interest,  as  four  new 
members  had  been  enrolled.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
each  year  more  than  justifies  its  existence,  not  only  for  the 
protection  it  affords,  but  because  discussions  at  the  meetings 
aided  mutual  understanding  and  removed  many  causes  of 
friction.  Chemists  generally  are  a  cantankerous  co-mmnnity. 
but  the  good-fellowship  among  the  craft  in  Natal  is  an 
object-lesson  worthy  of  emulation.  Mr.  Dunkerton,  having 
reviewed  the  chief  events  of  the  year,  then  spoke  of  the 
spirit-duty  and  intercolonial  duties.  In  regard  to  the  pro- 
posed import  duties,  he  remarked  that  so  far  no  mention  has 
been  made  of  any  rebate  to  be  allowed  on  non-potable  medi- 
cinal articles  containing  acetic  acid,  but  it  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  the  Government  will  be  so  unreasonable  as  to 
enforce  the  whole  duty  on  this  drug  when  it  is  to  be  made 
into  non-potable,  and  in  many  cases  poisonous,  galenical 
preparations.  There  is  another  point  which  also  demands 
attention,  and  that  is  the  Government,  having  the  right  to 
charge  patent  medicines  either  as  spirituous  preparations 
or  as  proprietaries,  are  not  allowing  the  3  per  cent,  rebate 
when  British  proprietaries  contain  spirit.  Surely  the  inten- 
tion of  the  new  duties  is  not  that  one  article  can  be  classified 
under  two  headings  ;  and,  even  if  the  imposing  of  tht.'  full 
duty,  25  per  cent.,  is  according  to  the  strict  letter  of  the 
law",  it  is  certainly  not  in  the  spirit  of  the  present  Customs 
Convention.  He  had  worked  out  the  percentage  of  the  old 
duty  on  the  prime  cost  of  some  of  the  most  popular  lines  : 
Muhlen's  Eau  de  Cologne,  49  to  50  per  cent,  (according 
to  size) :  Woodward's  Gripe  Water,  105  per  cent.  :  Cali- 
fornian  Syrup  of  Figs.  62  per  cent.  ;  Guy's  Tonic,  104  per 
cent.;  Pinaud  s  Eau  de  Quinine,  78  per  cent.;  Owbridge's 
Lung  Tonic,  47  per  cent. ;  Kay's  Essence  of  Linseed, 
45  per  cen^;  Maltine,  70  per  cent. 
The  new  duties  will  mean  a  further  addition  of  5  per  cent, 
to  10  per  cent.,  so  the  high  prices  in  South  Africa  are  capable 
of  some  explanation  other  than  the  insatiable  greed  of  the 
chemist.  On  glacial  .acetic  acid  the  old  duty  is  six  times 
the  prime  cost,  and  the  new  duty  ten  times  the  prime  cost— 
a  percentage  of  1.000  per  cent.  The  President  then  touched 
on  educational  and  examination  matters,  and  hoped  that, 
during  the  coming  Parliamentary  recess  it  would  be  possible 
to  communicate  with  Pharmaceutical  Societies  throughout 
the  Union,  so  that  when  Parliament  meets  again  they  may, 
as  a  united  body,  approach  and  impress  upon  the  Minister 
concerned  that  the  profession  of  pharmacy  will  continue  to 
be  severely  handicapped  until  a  consolidating  Bill  controlling 
pharmacy  throughout  the  Union  is  introduced.  Much  as 
reciprocity  is  desired  with  England,  the  subject  is  not  worthy 
of  discussion  until  there  is  one  Board  empowered  to  control, 
examine,  and  protect  pharmacists  in  every  corner  of  the 
Union.

TRADE  LAW. 

Is  Unseed  aDru??-At  the  Greenwich  Police  Court  on 
July  8,  William  John  Brigland  was,  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  fined  20s.  and  12s.  costs  for  selling  linseed 
containing  10  per  cent,  of  foreign  ingredients.  Mr.  Vivian 
Orchard,  Town  Clerk  of  Deptford,  who  prosecuted,  said 
the  only  question  that  could  arise  was  whether  linseed  is 
a  drug.  The  Magistrate's  decision  removed  any  doubt  on 
that  point. 

Bottle  Dispute.— In  the  City  of  London  Court,  before 
Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  on  July  4,  the  British  and  Foreign 
Bottle  Co.,  107  Cannon  Street,  E.G.,  sued  Messrs.  T.  A. 
Masters  &  Co.,  varnish  manufacturers,  9-11  Upper  Mount, 
Northampton,  for  the  sum  of  4/.  16*.  5d.  for  3-oz.  and  4-oz. 
varnish-bottles  supplied  in  the  ordinary  way  of  trade.  The 
defence  was  that  the  order  had  been  cancelled,  as  the  bottles 
were  not  delivered  within  the  stipulated  period.  Plaintiffs 
admitted  that  they  did  not  deliver  the  goods  until  seventeen 
weeks  after  the  order  was  given,  instead  of  three  or  four 
weeks.  Judge  Rentoul  said  it  was  clear  from  that  that  the 
plaintiffs  must  be  nonsuited,  and  judgment  was  entered 
accordingly. 

Aerated-water  Factory  Workers —In  the  Court  of 
Appeal  on  July  3.  an  appeal  in  Casey  v.  Humphries  from  an 
award  of  the  Middlesex  County  Court  Judge  was  heard.  The 
facts  were  these  :  A  girl  of  fourteen  was  engaged  as  a  bottler 
in  a  soda-water  factory,  and  in  January  of  last  year  a  bottle 
exploded  in  a  filling-machine,  and  a  piece  of  glass  struck  her 
at  the  back  of  the  right  wrist,  cutting  it,  with  the  result 
that  she  was  laid  up  for  fourteen  weeks.  When  the  action 
for  an  award  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  came 
before  the  County  Court  Judge  the  defence  was  that  the 
accident  was  due  to  the  serious  and  wilful  misconduct  of 
the  applicant,  who  had  not  worn  on  the  right  hand  the 
glove  provided  by  her  employer.  Evidence  supporting  this 
was  adduced.  The  Judge  found  that  the  gauntlets  were  pro- 
vided, and  that  the  applicant  knew  that  she  ought  to  wear 
them,  but  that  the  forewoman  allowed  her  to  do  the  work 
without  a  gauntlet.  In  these  circumstances  he  held  that 
the  defence  of  serious  and  wilful  misconduct  ought  not  to  be 
allowed  to  prevail.  The  Court  of  Appeal  upheld  this  view, 
and  dismissed  the  employer's  appeal. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  In  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

"Maison  Lafitte"  Soap. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  July  9,  Mr.  Justice  War- 
rington disposed  of  an  action  brought  by  Louis  Lafitte 
against  Wm.  Whiteley,  Ltd.,  with  respect  to  an  alleged 
"  passing-off  "  by  the  defendants  of  the  plaintiff's  soap.  The 
plaintiff  claimed  an  injunction  to  resticiin  the  defendants 
from  using  the  words  "  Maison  Lafitte,"  Laffitte,  or  any 
colourable  imitation  thereof  in  connection  with  the  sale  of 
soaps  other  than  those  manufactured  by  the  plaintiff  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  lead  to  the  belief  that  the  soaps  were 
manufactured  by  the  plaintiff.  The  plaintiff's  case  was 
that  he  had  sold  his  various  soaps  to  the  defendants,  and 
it  was  last  year  when  he  first  heard  that  they  were  selling 
soap  under  the  name  of  "Maison  Lafitte."  He  had 
examined  the  soap  sold  by  the  defendants  and  was  aware 
where  it  was  made — viz.,  by  Messrs.  Bronnley  &  Co., 
Ltd.  He  gave  evidence  to  this  effect,  when  the  following 
conversation  occurred  : 

Mr.  Cave,  K.C.  :  Do  you  know  at  what  price  it  is  being 
Bold  ? — Threepence  per  cake,  or  2s.  bd.  per  dozen. 

His  Lordship:  And  yours  is  Is.  lOrf.  per  cake? 

Mr.  Lafitte  said  his  business  had  been  injured  by  the 
alleged  acts  of  the  defendants. 

In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Walter,  K.C,  for  the  defen- 
dants, plaintiff  admitted  that  he  was  not  a  manufacturer  of 
soap.    He  bought,  soap  in  France  from  Messrs.  Maubert. 

You  'sell  at  5s.  bd.  for  three  cakes.  What  do  you  buy  at  ? — 
Fourteen  shillings  per  dozen. 

His  Lordship :  You  have  turned  your  business  into  a 
limited   company? — Yes. 

Has  the  company  bought  the  goodwill  ? — Yes. 

His  Lordship  :  I  want  to  know  whore  we  are,  because  this 
gentleman  does  not  seem  to  have  any  interest  in  the  busi- 
ness now.  I  don't  see  how  the  plaintiff  can  maintain  the 
action. 

Mr.  Cave  said  that  seemed  to  be  so. 
His  Lordship  said  ha  must  dismi  s  the  action  on  the 


ground  that  the  plaintiff  had  no  real  or  legal  interest 
in  it. 

Mr.  Walter  :  Dismissed,  with  costs. 
His  Lordship  :  Yes. 

"  CUTOXINE." 

The  hearing  was  commenced  on  Monday,  July  7,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Atkin  and  a  special  jury  in  the  King's  Bench 
Division,  of  an  action  brought  by  Mr.  F.  O.  L.  Walpole, 
M.R.C.V.S.,  Highgate,  against  Pearsons'  Antiseptic  Co.,. 
Ltd.,  Gray's  Inn  Road,  London.  Particulars  of  the  action 
were  given  in  the  0.  &  D.,  1913,  I.,  822.  935.  Plaintiff 
had  already  obtained  judgment  for  215£.  12s.  6d.,  and  the 
defendants'  counterclaim  was  now  under  consideration- 
Mr.  E.  Pollock,  K.C,  presented  the  defendants'  case  to 
the  Court,  they  alleging  that  they  were  absolved  from  the 
agreement  because  of  the  plaintiff's  action  before  the 
agreement  was  signed.  Mr.  William  Mackay,  secretary 
to  the  defendant  company,  was  the  first  witness. 
His  cross-examination  was  carried  over  to  Tuesday's 
sitting,  after  which  Mr.  W.  E.  Pearson,  managing  direc- 
tor of  the  company,  also  gave  evidence,  and  was  followed 
by  Mr.  W.  H.  Simmons,  analytical  chemist,  Victoria 
Street,  S.W.,  who  said  he  had  analysed  a  sample  of 
"  Cutoxine,"  and  he  estimated  the  cost  of  the  ingredients 
at  8^(7.  per  gal.  To  that  he  would  add  10  per  cent,  for 
labour. 

A  juror  asked  if  they  might'  hear  what  the  ingredients' 

were. 

Hjs  Lordship  :  This  is  a  trade  secret,  and  there  is  no  need: 
to  disclose  it. 

Mr.  Walpole's  case  was  opened  by  Mr.  Hollis  Walkeiy 
and  Mr.  Walpole  gave  evidence. 

His  Lordship  then  summed  up,  and  put  to  the  jury 
questions  which  they  answered  thus  : 

(1)  Plaintiff  had  not  represented  the  discount  to  be  a 
uniform  one  of  15  per  cent.,  but  he  had  i*epresented  the- 
cost  of  making  as  4s.  per  gal.,  which  was  untrue.  (2)  The 
defendants,  after  they  knew  the  true  facts,  had  affirmed  the: 
contract. 

On  these  finding's  judgment  was  entered  for  the  plaintiff, 
on  the  counterclaim,  with  costs. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  Abergele  on  July  5,  David  Hughes,  shopkeeper, 
Bettws-yn-Rhos,  was  fined  5s.  and  11.  7s.  6d.  costs  for 
selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  the  public  analyst  re- 
ported to  contain  1.75  per  cent,  only  of  ethyl  nitrite,  a 
deficiency  of  74.8  per  cent.  The  Chairman  said  the  Bench 
warned  the  defendant  and  other  country  shopkeepers  that  if 
they  kept  this  sort  of  thing  they  would  have  to  be  very- 
careful  to  see  that  their  stock  is  regularly  overhauled. 
People  who  sell  such  things  must  take  the  risk  if  they  do- 
not  understand  them.

Owing  to  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  E.  B.  Paine  as  a  director,  it  is  advised 
that  Mr.  M.  McNish,  F.C.S.,  be  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

Treacher  &  Co.,  Ltd..  Bombay. — The  annual  report  for 
1912  states  that  the  working  profit  for  the  year  amounted 
to  Rs.  51,777,  carrying  Rs.  5,500  to  a  suspense  account  against 
certain  old  outstandings,  and  leaving  a  net  profit  of 
Rs.  46,277.  The  directors  have  declared  a  dividend  of 
Rs.  22-8-0  per  share,  absorbing  Rs.  45,000,  and  leaving 
Rs.  1,277  to  be  carried  forward.  As  a  number  of  influential 
shareholders  were  of  opinion  that  the  company  should  go 
into  voluntary  liquidation  (sec  C.  &  D.,  June  7,  index  folio 
857),  there  was  a  large  attendance  of  shareholders  at  the 
annual  meeting  held  on  June  18,  when  a  lively  discussion 
ensued  between  the  Chairman  (Mr.  R.  Barlow)  and  some  of 
the  shareholders.  In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
which  was  eventually  carried,  the  Chairman  said  the  results 
compared  very  favourably  with  recent  years,  being 
Rs.  24,000  in  excess  of  the  previous  year.  The  most  gratify- 
ing thing,  he  said,  is  not  the  actual  amount,  but  the  fact  that 
substantial  advance  has  been  made,  bearing  out  the  views 
expressed  by  the  Board  at  the  last  two  meetings,  and  en- 
couraging them  in  their  opinion  that  the  business  is  improv- 
ing, and  will  improve  still  further.  Mr.  Kola  criticised  the 
accounts,  and  pointed  out  that  if  the  amount  of  rent  which 
the  properties  of  the  company  could  realise,  together  with  the 
interest  on  securities,  were  deducted  from  the  gross  profit, 
there  would  be  only  a  net  profit  of  Rs.  3,000,  which  is  only 
5  per  cent,  on  the  capital.  He  would  not,  he  said,  bring 
forward  the  question  of  liquidation  of  the  company  that 
day,  but  the  time  would  inevitably  come.

Bell. — At  Bank  House,  Higher  Broughton,  Man- 
chester, recently,  Mr.  Joseph  Carter  Bell,  A.R.S.M., 
F.I.C,  aged  seventy-four.  Mr.  Bell  was  public  analyst 
for  the  County  of  Chester  and  for  the  County  Borough 
of  Salford.  His  striking  reports  were  often  seized  upon 
by  the  lay  Press  as  a  basis  for  "revelations"  regarding 
adulteration  of  foodstuffs.  Before  obtaining  his  appoint- 
ments Mr.  Bell  had  been  with  a  Manchester  firm  of 
chemical  manufacturers.  He  was  an  original  member  of 
the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  and  served  orr  the 
Council  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  from  1889  to  1892.

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National  Health  Insurance. 

Administration  of  Medical  Benefit  as  regards 
Chemists'  Interests. 


First  Annual  Report  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  first  comprehensive  report  on  the  administration 
of  Part  1  -of  the  National  Insurance  Act  was  issued  at 
the  end  of  last  week.  It  is  a  volume  of  660  octavo  pages, 
besides  sixteen  pages  of  contents  and  title,  and  is  pub- 
lished at  2a.  9</.  by  His  Majesty's  Stationery  Office.  It 
may  be  obtained  through  any  bookseller,  and  now  is  the 
opportunity  for  any  booklover  to  begin  a  collection  which 
promises  to  be  of  great  historical  value.  The  first  part 
of  the  Blue  Book  contains  a  brief  outline  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act;  the  second  deals  with  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Joint  Committee ;  and  the  third  with 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Commission  (England), 
this  being  divided  into  five  parts.  From  page  124  to 
page  158  is  occupied  by  the  report  on  the  Administration 
of  Medical  Benefit.  This  is  largely  concerned  with  a 
narrative  of  the  negotiations  with  the  British  Medical 
Association.  Fifteen  lines  on  page  156  are  about  drugs,  and 
that  is  all.  The  paragraph  tells  that  "the  arrangements 
made  for  the  first  quarter  with  chemists  on  the  panel 
proved  generally  satisfactory";  then  follows  a  reference 
to  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the  supply  of  drugs. 
What  the  English  report  lacks  in  respect  to  chemists  and 
drugs  is  made  up  by  the  National  Health  Insurance  Com- 
mission (Scotland),  which  devotes  half-a-dozen  pages  to  the 
subjects,  and  although  it  is  chiefly  a  narrative  of  what 
has  already  been  reported  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
it  is  good  reading.  For  example,  after  half-a-dozen 
paragraphs  about  the  agreement  with  chemists,  the  report 
goes  on  to  discuss  drugs  and  appliances  in  twenty-four 
numbered  paragraphs,  giving  a  good  explanation  of  the 
tariff  of  charges  submitted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee  on  Insurance,  showing  that  the  chemist's 
profit  is  obtained  under  four  heads  :  («)  Charge  for  dis- 
pensing; (b)  Charge  for  container;  (c)  Charge  for  ingre- 
dients ;  and  (d)  Indivisible  minimum.  An  example  of  each 
of  these  is  given,  that  as  to  (d)  being  "on  the  principle  of 
the  indivisible  minimum  quantities  costing  less  than  a 
halfpenny  are  to  be  priced  at  a  halfpenny."  Then  follows 
an  intelligent  discussion  on  the  position  of  chemists  in 
Scotland  with  respect  to  service  under  the  Act,  which 
is  believed  to  differ  in  some  degree  from  that  of  their 
professional  brothers  in  England.  This  is  substantially 
a  statement  of  facts  which  have  often  been  given  in  the 
C  db  D.    The  Commissioners  remark  : 

"  It   has    been    alleged   by    pharmacists   in  Scotland 
generally  that  the  Act  cannot  increase  their  custom  :  and 
on  this  ground,  it  is  presumed,  they  have  been  disposed  to 
praise  the  tariff  of  charges  somewhat  faintly." 
The  Report  proceeds  to  describe  the  arrangements  made 
as  to  prescribing  and  other  details,  as  well  as  the  order- 
ing of  appliances,  which  has  been  exceptionally  productive 
of  questions  in  Parliament.    The  Commissioners  explain, 
e.g.,    the   difficulty    about    leg-splints  and  arm-splints, 
and  how  it  might  have  been  avoided.    They  say  : 

"  During  the  early  days  of  the  operation  of  Medical 
Benefit  statements  were  circulated  in  certain  quarters  to 
the  effect  that  the  pharmaceutical  service  of  the  Act  was 
such  that  insured  persons  must  necessarily  be  supplied 
with  drugs  of  an  inferior  quality. 

This   statement    is    incorrect.     The  conditions  of  the 
agreements  entered  into  by  chemists  with  Insurance  Com- 
mittees expressly  stipulate  that  all  drugs  shall  be  of  good 
quality,  and  any  chemist  failing  to  observe  the  terms  of 
his  undertaking,  to  the  detriment  of  the  service,  will  be 
liable  to  have  the  question  of  his  continuance  upon  the 
list  of  chemists  reported  upon  by  an  Enquiry  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Commission." 
This  section  of  the  Report  concludes  with  a  statement 
of  the  number  of  chemists  on  the  lists  of  Insurance  Com- 
mittees in  March  1913.  which  is  the  same  as  is  given  in 
the  C.  d-  D.,  1913,  I.,  12.    In  the  report  by  the  Nationa1 
Health  Insurance  Committee  (Wales)  the  following  satis- 
factory statement  occurs  : 

"  The  Commission  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  of 
the  methods  of  the  general  body  of  chemists  during  the 
negotiations  with  them,  and  of  their  readiness  to  meet  the 


Commission  reasonably.  It  would  greatly  facilitate  the  future 
working  of  the  Insurance  Committees  and  the  Commission 
if  pharmaceutical  committees  for  areas  coinciding  with 
the  areas  of  the  Insurance  Committees  were  set  up,  and  if 
a  national  committee  for  Wales  and  Monmouthshire  were 
appointed  to  bring  before  the  Commission  any  question 
affecting  the  general  interests  of  pharmacists  throughout 
and  common  to  the  country." 

Reference  is  also  made  to  the  change  in  the  tariff  that 
came  into  force  on  April  15,  admission  being  made  that 
the  alteration  from  the  avoirdupois  ounce  to  the  apothe- 
caries' ounce  makes  a  difference  of  about  10  per  cent,  ins 
favour  of  the  Committee,  a  useful  admission  to  keep  in 
mind.  It  is  also  reported  that  the  first  panel  lists  in> 
Wales  contain  the  names  of  684  pharmacists  and  others. 
Among  the  appendices  is  a  Preliminary  Report  of  the 
Actuarial  Advisory  Committee  upon  the  basis  to  be 
adopted  for  calculating  the  reserves  to  be  credited  to 
Approved  Societies  in  respect  of  persons  entering  insur- 
ance above  the  age  of  sixteen.  This  was  addressed  to 
Mr.  C.  F.  G.  Masterman,  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee, and  was  dated  March  30,  1912.  Although  now 
almost  ancient  history,  the  following  paragraph  regarding 
Medical  and  Sanatorium  Benefits  should  be  noted  : 

"  These  must  be  taken,  in  estimating  reserves,  at  the 
combined  figure  of  7s.  3d.  per  annum  at  all  ages  for  each 
insured  person.  On  this  point  the  Committee  arc  unani- 
mously and  firmly  of  opinion  that  the  existing  rate  of 
contribution  does  not  permit  of  any  increase  in  the  allow- 
ance in  respect  of  these  benefits,  and  that  if  any  increase 
should  be  made  the  cost  must  be  provided  from  some  other 
source.  They  are  in  complete  agreement  on  this  point 
with  the  opinion  expressed  bv  Messrs.  Hardy  and  Wyatt 
in  their  report  of  November  28  last." 

From  statements  showing  receipts  into  and  payments  out 
of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Fund  (England)  up  to 
May  31,  1913,  we  extract  the  following  figures  :  Total 
receipts,  15,771,628/.  Of  this,  all  but  2,763,016/.  was  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  stamps,  and  of  the  balance 
2,687,777/.  was  obtained  as  Exchequer  grants.  The  cost 
of  Sanatorium  and  Medical  Benefits,  with  the  attendant 
administrative  expenses,  was  1,371,175/.,  and  there  was  a 
balance  of  10,429,888/.  The  total  number  of  stamps  sold 
between  June  21,  1912,  and  March  31,  1913,  was 
342.848,351. 

Insurance  Dispensing  Experiences. 

By  a  Derbyshire  Chemist. 
At  first  I  had  not  much  dispensing  under  the  Insurance 
Act,  because  the  largest  firm  of  doctors  had  taken  another 
chemist  under  their  wing,  so  I  had  about  ten  per  diem  ;  but 
it  has  gradually  grown.  My  biggest  day  was  about  sixty 
scripts,  and  many  of  the  scripts  were  for  two  or  three  articles, 
such  as  mixture  and  pills,  ointment,  lotion,  bandages,  etc., 
but  whether  there  is  one  article  prescribed  or  more,  that 
script  is  only  counted  as  one.  The  first  quarter's  account  is 
appended. 

I  had  very  little  difficulty  with  any  of  the  prescriptions. 
The  doctors  here  are  legible  writers  and  do  not  prescribe  too 
many  proprietary  mixtures,  but  have  a  dozen  each  of  stock 
concentrated  mixtures,  ointments,  etc..  of  certain  manu- 
facturers which  are  in  constant  demand.  I  have  prepared 
many  dispensing  solutions ;  in  fact,  could  not  do  without 
them. 

I  find  that  "  Rep.  mist."  is  more  used  as  time  goes  on, 
and  it  is  a  trouble  finding  the  original,  because  on  the  label 
I  always  put  the  date  of  the  script ;  but  some  patients  keep 
the  scripts  for  two  or  three  days  before  having  them  dis- 
pensed, thus  throwing  the  dates  out  of  order.  Each  script 
is  numbered  consecutively,  so  that  if  it  is  repeated  I  write 
another  label,  with  my  number  of  the  script'  and  also  the 
date  of  repeat,  the  latter  for  the  doctor's  guidance.  The 
bundles  of  500  scripts  are  accumulating;  besides  the  paper 
is  so  thin  that  they  will  wear  out.  I  shall  be  glad  when 
scripts  are  copied  into  a  book  for  future  reference,  and  the 
penny  fee  would  be  well  earned. 

The  next  thing  I  looked  into  was  how  it  affected  the 
general  counter-trade,  for  I  find  that  I  am  not  making  up 
my  own  proprietaries  as  frequently  as  formerly  :  but  the 
increase  in  trade  over  the  counter  must  not  all  be  put  down 
to  the  Insurance  Act,  part  of  it  being  due  to  the  boom  in 
trade.  The  time  compared  in  the  following  is  January  15  to 
April  14  :

He  quotes  the  following  instances  which  have 
been  brought  to  his  knowledge  : 

Sod.  salicyl.  25  grams,  with  directions'  to  •divide  this  amount  at 
home  into  tw<?n<ty-nv©  doses,  and  take  half  one  of  these  self-divided 
doses  at  stated  times. 

Antipyretic,  camp.  10  giraans,  with  directions  to  "  take  as  much 
as  will  go  on  the  point  of  a  knife.1' 

Phenacetin  0.4  gram  (for  a  child),  with  directions  to  take  one- 
kalf  as  a.  close. 

One  corrosive-sublimate  pastille,  with  instructions  to  dissolve  it 
In  a  beer-bottle  (!)  of  vinegar. 

The  foregoing  forms  of  prescribing  potent  drugs  are  ex- 
tremely dangerous.  In  the  first  place,  the  absence  of  direc- 
tions for  use  presents  a  danger  for  the  patient,  as  instruc- 
tions imparted  orally  may  give  rise  to  misunderstandings 
which  may  prove  injurious  to  the  patient's  health.  This  is 
particularly  the  case  with  medicines  required  to  be  divided 
by  the  patient  or  his  dependents,  or  when  mixtures  have  to 
be  prepared,  manipulations  which  they  are  not  in  a  position 
to  do  properly  or  even  carry  out  at  all.  Owing  to  the 
increasing  number  of  such  prescriptions,  the  _  pharmacist, 
although  well  aware  that  they  do  not  comply  with  the  regu- 
lations concerning  the  dispensing  of  potent  drugs,  raises  no 
objections,  in  order  to  avoid  a  conflict  with  the  doctors. 
These  abuses  would  call  for  the  introduction  of  further 
regulations  dealing  with  this  subject.  For  the  present,  how- 
ever, the  Minister  has  decided  to  avoid  adopting  this  cour^, 
hoping  that  by  drawing  the  .doctors'  attention  to  this,  evil 
they  will  of  their  own  accord  desist  from  these  praefcices. 
The  provincial  authorities  and  the  district  medical  officers  of 
health  are  called  upon  to  exert  their  injjvienee  upon,  the 
doctors  to  this  end,  by  urging  otter*  them  the  necessity  pf. 
writing  prescriptions  free  from  ©bjegtio,nak?a  feature?. 

Under  the  new  National  Insurance  law  the  &6V§rflH\§i'it 
is  to  fix  the  rebate  to  be  granted  to  sick-clubs  off  the  j^rigt^ 
in  the  official  drug  tariff,  while  simple  remedies,  6ucn 
articles  as  boric-acid  ointment,  castor  oil.  cod-liver  oil, 
etc.,  are  not  to  be  charged  according  to  the  prescription 
tariff,  but  according  to  the  usual  retail  prices.  The  Baden. 
Government  has  now  issued  a  decree  fixing  the  rebate  on 
the  charges  of  the  prescription  tariff  at  10  per  cent.,  pro- 
vided the  sick-club's  bill  exceeds  20s.  for  the  quarter, 
and  that  it  is  paid  within  two  months.  In  the  case 
of  specialities  or  other  articles  sold  in  their  original 
packages  at  an  increase  of  60  per  cent,  on  the  cost  price, 
or  less,  no  rebate  is  to  be  allowed,  and  these  articles  are  to 
be  placed  separate  in  making  up  the  account.  The  prices 
for  the  counter-sale  articles  will  be  published  in  the  official 
Gazette.

In  conclusion,  I  may  say  I  like  the  principle  of  separating 
prescribing  and  dispensing,  and  can  see  that  there  is  money 
to  be  made  out'  of  it ;  but  I  should  like  to  see  a  few  altera- 
tions made,  especially  "  reasonable  hours  "  defined,  and 
after  9  p.m.  a  greater  fee  paid,  which  should  include  Sundays 
and  holidays.— (86/41.) 

The  German  Way. 

One  of  the  natural  results  of  sick -club  doctoring  is  to  effect 
■as  great  a  saving  as  possible  in  the  cost  of  drugs,  and  to 
this  end  German  club  doctors  are  compelled  to  avoid  the 
rise  of  expensive  drugs  or  forms  of  dispensing,  such  as 
cachets  or  infusions.  In  order  to  cut  the  drug-bill,  powders 
are  prescribed  in  bulk,  with  instructions  to  the  patient  to 
divide  them  into  a  certain  number  of  doses,  or  to  dissolve  the 
whole  amount  in  a  bottleful  of  water,  and  so  on.  The 
dangers  resulting  from  this  form  of  prescribing  have  long 
been  recognised,  and  the  last  edition  of  the  Hungarian  Phar- 
macopoeia contains  a  provision  to  the  effect  that  certain 
powerful  drugs,  marked  with  two  crosses,  may  not  be  dis- 
pensed in  bulk,  but  only  in  divided  doses.  Now,  however, 
the  matter  has  become  so  serious  that  the  Prussian  Minister 
of  the  Interior  has  seen  fit  to  issue  a  decree  on  this  subject. 
Last  year  Berlin's  Police  Chief  issued  a  warning  to  the 
doctors  about  carelessly  written  prescriptions,  which  is  now 
addressed  in  more  precise  terms  to  all  Prussian  doctors. 
This  interesting  document  states  "  that  the  Minister  has 
been  informed  that  pharmacists  frequently  receive  prescrip- 
tions for  potent  drugs  containing  no  directions  for  use,  or 
the  amount  of  the  single  or  daily  dose  of  the  drug  is  not 
apparent,  or  it  is_  altogether  uncertain  whether  the  medicine 
is  intended  for  internal  or  external  use.  Further,  many 
doctors  are  in  the  habit  of  prescribing  potent  drugs  in  bulk, 
leaving  it  to  the  patient  to  divide  the  whole  quantity  into 
single  doses,  or  to  make  a  suitable  mixture,  according 
to    instructions,  imparted    orally   to   the   patient    or  his 


With  special  reference  to   the  supply   of  medicines  and 
appliances. 

Aberdeen.— From  March  4  to  May  17  chemists  received 
1,270/.  from  the  Insurance  Committee,  and  three  of  them 
1/.  14s.  id.  for  domiciliary  medicines.  The  Finance  Sub- 
committee has  agreed  to  recommend  an  extra  fee  of  id.  for 
each  prescription  dispensed  between  10  and  12  p.m.,  and  6d. 
per  prescription  for  those  dispensed  between  midnight  and 
8  A.M.,  subject  to  doctors  agreeing. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
Burgh  Insurance  Committee  held  on  July  7  a  letter  was 
read  from  the  Insurance  Commissioners  saying  that  they 
cannot  assent  to  payment  for  checking  chemists'  accounts. 
After  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the  clerk  should  inform 
the  Commissioners  that  the  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh  Com- 
mittees had  appointed  persons  to  check  the  accounts,  and 
ask  why  Aberdeen  should  not  have  the  6amo  liberty. 

Bury. — The  "  rural  area  "  question  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Insurance  Commissioners,  and  as  a  result  the  views 
of  a  joint  committee  of  chemists  and  doctors  are  to  be 
obtained.  It  has  been  agreed  that  the  local  chemists'  Asso- 
ciation should  check  the  prescriptions,  and  after  the  auditor's 
report  is  received  the  chairman  and  the  clerk  will  deter- 
mine the  extent  of  future  checking. 

Coventry.  — A  meeting  of  the  Coventry  and  District  Asso- 
ciation of  Pharmacists  and  their  Assistants  was  held 
at  the  King's  Head  Hotel  on  Thursday,  June  26, 
Mr.  A.  H.  Newton  in  the  chair.  Five  other 
members  were  present.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
Secretary  (Mr.  C.  H.  Welton)  should  write  to  Mr.  Brem- 
ridge,  expressing  appreciation  of  his  services  in  connection 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  wishing  him  a  long 
and  happy  retirement ;  also  that  Mr.  Woolcock,  his  successor, 
should  be  congratulated.  The  Secretary  reported  that  the 
Committee  had  agreed  that  the  panel  doctors  should  charge 
a  flat  rate  of  bd.  for  medicines  to  insured  persons  in  cases 
of  emergency.  A  discussion  followed  on  the  checking  of 
Insurance  prescription  charges. 

Glamorganshire.— The  Insurance  Committee,  at  a  meet- 
ing in  Cardiff  on  July  7,  approved  the  finding  of  the  Medical 
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Benefit  Sub-committee  that  chemists  be  not  asked  to  go 
back  further  than  a  week  for  "  repeats,"  that  the  date  of 
former  prescriptions  should  be  given  where  the  doctor  writes 
"  repeats,"  and  that  the  chemists  be  allowed  Id.  prescrip- 
tion copying-fee. 

Herts.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  Hertfordshire  County 
Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.,  on  July  2.  The  President  (Mr.  F.  Ransom, 
Hitchin)  was  in  the  chair.  The  attendance  was  poor.  The 
balance-sheet  showed  that  inadequate  financial  help  had  been 
given  to  the  Association.  The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  D.  W.  E. 
Barker)  reported  that  1.300  communications  had  been  dealt 
with  since  December  last,  and  that  there  are  90,000  insured 
persons  in  the  county,  of  whom  25  per  cent,  approximately 
are  supplied  with  medicines  by  doctors.  Some  47.000  pre- 
scriptions had  been  received  in  the  first  quarter,  at  an 
average  cost  of  6.34(Z.  each,  absorbing  1,249/.  8s.,  including 
the  doctors'  emergency  account  of  11.  7s.  2d.  Two-thirds  of 
the  total  account  for  the  quarter  has  been  paid  to  chemists 
on  the  panel,  and  the  accountant  has  stated  that  a  further 
payment  will  probably  be  made  after  the  prescriptions  have 
been  checked.  The  revised  tariff,  he  said,  was  satisfactory. 
The  election  of  officers  was  as  follows :  President,  Mr. 
S.  T.  Milbank:  Treasurer,  Mr.  E.  H.  Fisher;  Hon.  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  D.  W.  E.  Barker;  Auditor,  Mr.  F.  Ransom; 
Committee,  (Hitchin)  Messrs.  Clouting  and  Cannon,  (St. 
Albans)  Messrs.  Warren  and  Stevenson,  (East  Herts)  Messrs. 
Hayllar  and  Sheffield.  (Watford)  Messrs.  Sholl  and 
Middleton.  Mr.  Sambrook  was  appointed  to  assist  the 
Secretary.  Mr.  Woolcock  attended  and  explained  many 
knotty  points  that  had  arisen.  Votes  of  thanks  were  given 
to  the  officers. 

Kirkcaldy.— The  case  of  excessive  ordering  of  drugs  by 
a  local  panel  doctor  is  now  closed,  the  local  Medical  Com- 
mittee having  interviewed  the  medical  practitioner  con- 
cerned, and  he  has  undertaken  to  exercise  more  care  in  the 
future.  Chemists  were  admitted  in  consultation  with  the 
Committee. 

Liverpool.  —  Mr.  G.  V.  C.  Last  (Hon.  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee)  has  issued  a  printed  statement' 
regarding  the  arrangements  come  to  with  the  Insurance 
Committee  (already  reported  in  the  C.  <£■  D.),  and  giving 
panel  chemists  hints  as  to  rendering  accounts,  emphasis 
being  laid  on  the  fact  that  no  accounts  can  be  paid  until 
all  have  been  rendered — a  fact  which  may  stimulate  the 
laggards.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the  [Liverpool]  charge  for 
3iss.  of  Ad.  per  oz.  tinctures  is  Id.,  also  that  special  drugs 
can  be  supplied  if  they  are  not  proprietary.  The  appeal 
for  subscriptions  of  2s.  bd.  per  panel  shop  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  on  Insurance  has  realised 
Vol.  5s.,  showing  that  more  than  half  the  chemists  have  not 
subscribed — "  a  very  disappointing  result'  indeed.  ...  If 
the  chemists  are  not  willing  to  subscribe,  such  a  small  sum 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  fighting  their  cause  .against  the 
varied  interests  which  assail  them,  they  must  not  be  dis- 
appointed if  the  tariff  remains  low  or  their  representatives 
become  lacking  in  enthusiasm."    So  ends  the  statement. 

London.— After  consideration  of  a  complaint  by  an  insured 
person,  the  London  Insurance  Committee  has  informed  a 
medical  practitioner  that  prescriptions  should  be  written  in 
such  a  form  as  will  enable  them  to  be  dispensed  by  .any 
chemist  on  the  panel.  The  facts  of  the  case  in  question 
were  that  a  patient  took  a  prescription  to  the  chemist  indi- 
cated by  the  doctor,  but  being  early-closing  day  in  the  dis- 
trict the  shop  was  not  open.  She  then  went  to  another 
chemist,  who  informed  her  that  the  prescription  was  written 
in  an  abbreviated  form,  but  that  he  believed  it  was  for  the 
purpose  of  relieving  indigestion,  and  would  dispense  it  as 
nearly  as  possible  in  accordance  with  what  he  believed  to  be 
the  correct  formula.  The  insured  person's  mother,  on  hear- 
ing the  particulars,  refused  to  let  her  take  the  medicine,  and 
called  in  the  family  doctor,  who  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  patient  was  suffering  from  appendicitis.  She  entered  a 
hospital,  and  three  weeks  later  underwent  an  operation. 
The  doctor's  explanation  was  that  he  arranged  to  examine 
the  patient  if  necessary  at  home  the  next  day ;  it  was  not 
his  custom  to  examine  women  in  the  surgery.  No  request 
was  made  to  him  for  further  treatment,  nor  was  he  informed 
of  the  difficulty  experienced  in  dispensing  the  prescription. 
He  had  arranged  with  a  particular  chemist  to  dispense  pre- 
scriptions brought  to  him  between  certain  hours  in  the  even- 
ing of  early-closing  days,  to  keep  a  stock  mixture,  and  for 
prescriptions  written  in  a  certain  abbreviated  form  to  be 
supplied  from  such  stock,  with  a  view  to  saving  time  both 
to  himself  and  his  insured  patients.  The  Medical  Service 
Sub-committee  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  charge  of 
neglect  had  not  been  substantiated,  and  expressed  the  view 
that  the  action  of  the  insured  person  in  not  sending  again  for 
a  doctor  was  due  to  anxiety  caused  by  the  statement  of  the 
chemist  who  dispensed  the  medicine  that  he  was  unable  to 
dispense  the  prescription.  Had  the  prescription  been  pre- 
pared by  the  first  chemist,  the  case  would  probably  have 


remained  under  the  treatment  of  the  doctor  concerned.  The 
Sub-committee  thought  the  use  of  private  formulre  very- 
undesirable,  and  the  practice  liable  to  lead  to  difficulties, 
and  the  Insurance  Committee  passed  the  resolution  men- 
tioned above. — The  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met 
at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on  July  4,  Mr.  J.  Keall 
piesiding,  when  the  Sub-committee  presented  a  report  of  the 
recent  negotiations  with  the  doctors.  This  was  adopted, 
and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher)  was  requested  to 
obtain  from  two  factors  prices  of  bandages  and  lint  of  the 
required  standard  and  prices  of  aseptic  dressings  in  sealed 
packages,  gauzes  in  3-yd.  and  6-yd.  packets,  and  lint  in 
1  2,  4.  and  8  oz.  packets.  The  Secretary  then  stated  that 
the  London  Insurance  Committee  had  been  asked  to  pass 
the  revised  tariff  forthwith  and  accept  a  supplementary 
loose  leaflet  later  containing  the  modifications  agreed  upon. 
The  Committee  replied  that  it  could  not  be  accepted  until 
the  modifications  referred  to  had  been  incorporated  in  the' 
list.  The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  objected  to  this,  and' 
instructed  the  Secretary  to  write  requesting  that  the  revised' 
tariff  be  passed  as  already  suggested.  Non-duplication  of 
prescriptions  by  certain  London  doctors  was  then  considered, 
and  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  write  to  the  Insurance 
Committee  mentioning  the  names  of  the  offenders,  and  re- 
commending that  steps  be  taken  to  stop  this  practice,  other- 
wise the  Id.  fee  would  be  charged.  After  some  discussion 
re  payment  of  chemists'  accounts,  it  was  decided  to  send1 
to  the  London  Insurance  Committee  the  following  resolution: 
"  That  this  Local  Pharmaceutical  C'bmimitfee,  r«pfresehrtdng  the 
cliemisto  within  the  County  of  London,  recommends  that  the  London 
Insurance  Ooniimiittee  should  pay  90  per  cent,  of  the  total  value  of 
each  account  for  the  present  quarter  as  soon  as  possible  after 
July  14,  said  that  future  accounts'  should  be  rendered  o.nd  paid 
monthly  to  tlie  extent  of  at  least  90  per  cent,  of  their  value, 
10  per  cent,  beikig  ample  to  reserve  for  balancing  purposes  isai 
cases  of  error  in  policing." 

The  second  edition  of  the  "  P.P."  was  then  criticised  at 
some  length.  It  was  decided  to  write  to  Dr.  Hogarth,, 
suggesting  inter  alia  that  the  list  of  "  Trade  names  and' 
their  equivalents"  should  be  deleted.  The  Secretary  was- 
also  instructed  to  suggest  that  all  matters  relating  to  Insur- 
ance dispensing  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  tl  6 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  the  County  of  London, 
and  same  would  receive  due  consideration.  The  Shops  Act 
was  discussed,  and  Messrs.  J.  A.  Thompson  and  G.  A. 
Tocher  were  appointed  delegates  for  the  County  of  London 
Association  of  Pharmacists  at  the  Jubilee  meeting  of  the' 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

Manchester. — Chemists  have  been  busy  during  the  past 
few  days  making  up  their  statements  for  the  month  of  June, 
as  it  is  understood  that  if  the  accounts  were  not  sent  in  by 
July  7  they  would  not  be  paid  this  month. 

Middlesex.— The  County  Insurance  Committee  on  July  7 
decided  to  pay  chemists'  accounts  monthly,  instead  of 
quarterly,  and  to  keep  one  month's  money  in  hand  for 
purposes  of  adjustment.  On  this  item,  Mr.  A.  H.  Warren 
informed  the  Committee  that  a  responsible  medical  officer 
had  stated  to  him  that  only  about  70  per  cent,  of  Insurance 
prescriptions  ever  reach  the  chemists.  He  suggested  that 
patients  are  not  taking  their  medicine,  'because  they  do  not 
want  to  get  well.  This  led  the  Chairman  (Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
M.P.)  to  make  the  humorous  remark  that,  with  every  desire 
to  get  well  as  quickly  as  possible,  he  had  before  now  done 
otherwise  with  doctors'  prescriptions  than  have  them  made 
up.  As  the  Committee  met  on  this  occasion  for  the  last 
time.  Mr.  W.  W.  Kelland  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Glvn-Jones  for  his  services  in  the  chair,  referring  to  his  skill 
in  conducting  the  proceedings  and  his  constant  work  behind 
the  scenes.  It  was  an  indication  of  the  esteem  which  the 
Committee  has  for  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  that,  three  members  rose 
simultaneously  to  second  the  motion,  which  was  carried  with 
acclamation.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  in  thanking  the  Committee, 
referred  to  a  matter  that  has  been  apparent  during  the 
deliberations  of  all  such  bodies  throughout  the  country— 
namely,  the  heterogeneous  character  of  the  membership  and 
the  variety  of  interests  represented,  the  various  classes  of 
members  being  quite  unknown  to  one  another.  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  hinted  in  some  final  words  that  these  peculiarities  in 
the  constitution  of  the  Committee  had  occasionally  led  to 
manifestations  of  heat. 

Norwich.  —A  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  held  at  the  Castle  Hotel  on  July  2,  Mr. 
Percy  Robinson  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were 
sixteen  members  and  the  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  J.  Lacey) 
present.  The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  the  clerk  to  the- 
Norfolk  Insurance  Committee,  stating  that  75  per  cent,  of 
the  chemists'  accounts  has  been  paid,  as  suggested.  A 
letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Norfolk  Medical  Com- 
mittee complained  that  chemists  are  using  and  charging 
for  distilled  water  for  Insurance  dispensing.  The  matter- 
is  to  be  brought  up  at  the  next  Committee-meeting.  Mr. 
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G.  C.  Maynard  (Vice-President),  who  is  a  member  of  the 
Norfolk  Insurance  Committee,  protested  against  the  use 
of  tap-water  in  Insurance  prescriptions,  and  strongly  ob- 
jected to  any  alteration  of  the  terms  already  agreed  upon 
and  accepted  by  the  Insurance  Committee.  It  was  resolved 
that  distilled  water  only  should  be  used,  and  that  it  be 
charged  at  tariff  rate.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
write  to  the  clerk  of  the  Norwich  Insurance  Committee, 
asking  him  to  return  for  future  guidance  any  prescription 
that  may  have  been  inaccurately  priced.  An  alteration  of 
the  rules  regarding  the  admission  of  members  was  brought 
up  by  Mr.  J.  T.  Corder,  and  is  to  be  discussed  at  the 
annual  meeting.  One  of  Maw's  prescription-pricing  slide 
rules  was  handed  round  at  the  meeting  and  much  admired. 

Oldham. —A  joint  meeting  of  representatives  of  the 
Medical  and  Pharmaceutical  Associations  has  agreed  to  the 
following,  but  not  to  the  penny  prescription-copying  fee  :

Stirling'. —Mr.  John  Raffan,  chemist  and  druggist, 
asked  at  the  Insurance  Committee  meeting  last  week  why 
the  Commissioners  had  refused  to  pay  for  prescription- 
checking,  and  he  thought  a  special  checking  department 
should  be  set  up  in  Scotland.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
chemists  and  doctors  are  the  interested  parties  in  this  matter, 
not  the  Committee.  The  Clerk  stated  that  10  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  of  chemists'  accounts  was  held  back,  and  it  was 
agreed  that  95  per  cent,  of  the  amounts  of  the  next  accounts 
should  be  paid. 

Surrey. — The  County  Insurance  Committee  is  considering 
a  scheme  for  the  establishment  of  District  Committees  in 
accordance  with  Section  59  (4)  of  the  Act.  They  will  be 
as  follows :

Barnes  and  Mortlake  District. — The  same  as  Richmond. 

Wimbledon  D'istrict — A  Committee  of  27,  the  minority  of  13  in 
eluding  1  medical  and  1  chemists'  representative. 

Sutton  District. — A  Committee  of  37,  the  minority  of  18  including 
2  medical  and  1  chemists'  representative. 

Reigote  District. — A  Committee  of  29,  including  1  medical  and 
1   chemists'  representative. 

South-Eastern  District. — A  Committee  of  19  the  minority  of 
9  including  1  medical  and  1  chemists'  representative. 

Among  the  powers  to  be  delegated  are  several  in  respect 
of  the  administration  of  Medical  Benefit,  including  nego 
tiations  on  behalf  of  the  County  Insurance  Committee,  and 
subject  to  conditions  prescribed  by  that  Committee  with 
regard  to  arrangements  with  medical  practitioners,  or  with 
persons  or  bodies  supplying  drugs  and  appliances  within 
the  area  in  which  the  District  Committee  acts.  It  is  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  County  Insurance  Committee  must 
verify  the  .accounts  of  medical  practitioners  attending  and 
treating,  also  the  accounts  of  nersons,  firms,  and  bodies 
corporate  supplying  drugs,  medicines,  and  appliances  to 
insured  persons  resident  in  the  district.  The  Description 
forms  now  used  in  the  county  have  a  carbon  back. 

Tonbridg-e.— Insurance  disoensing  is  to  be  done  from 
6  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  on  the  early-closing  day — Wednesday. 


Westmorland.— The  Insurance  Committee  have  decided 
to  ask  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on  Insur- 
ance to  give  full  details  of  all  deductions  made  when  check- 
ing their  chemists'  accounts. 

Worcester  At  a  meeting  of  the  Worcester  Insurance 

Committee  on  July  2,  the  Chairman  announced  that  the 
checking  of  the  chemists'  accounts,  which  amounted  to 
54«  lis  3c7.,  had  been  justified.  In  answer  to  a  question 
bv  Dr  N  Crowe,  the  Chairman  said  at  is  not  fair  to  have 
the  qualifications  of  the  Committee's  employes  questioned 
without  justification. 

Notes. 

Chemists  in  South  Wales  are  placing  comfortable  forms 
in  their  shops  for  Insurance  Act  customers  to  rest  themselves 
while  their  prescriptions  are  being  dispensed. 

The  Regulations  for  the  hearing  of  complaints  against 
oanel  doctors  provide  for  the  constitution  of  an  inquiry  com- 
mittee composed  of  two  practitioners  and  a  barnster-at-law 
or  solicitor  in  actual  practice. 

The  National  Health  Insurance  Commission  (England) 
has  issued  an  Explanatory  Memorandum  for  the  Information 
of  Farmers,  copies  of  which  can  be  obtained  at  offices  of 
Customs  and  Excise,  or  direct  from  the  Secretary  ot  the 
Commission,  Buckingham  Gate,  London,  b.W. 

Hekbalist  Treatment  Recognised.— At  the  meeting  of  the 
Worcester  Insurance  Committee  on  July  3  the  application  ot 
four  insured  persons  to  make  their  own  arrangements  foil 
medical  treatment  with  a  herbalist  instead  of  choosing  a 
panel  doctor  was  granted  by  eleven  votes  to  six 

The  Scottish  Commissioners  have  issued  a  circular  (2ULL.) 
and  memorandum  (155  A.S.)  regarding  medical  attendance 
and  treatment  of  persons  over  sixty-fave  on  July  \i>,  Vili.  it. 
is  on  the  same  lines  as  those  issued  by  the  English  Com- 
missioners (C,  &  D.,  1913,  I.,  720),  and  includes  the  following 
statement : 

With  reference  to  the  provision  of  medicines  for  the  various- 
persons  referred  to,  it  will  be  open  to  Societies  to  make  arrange- 
ments with  chemists  where  these  are  available,  and  otherwise  with 
doctors,  the  arrangements  having  reference  to  the  maximum  sum 
of  8s  6d.  for  medical  attendance  and  medicines.  In  rural  aitas 
where  arrangements  are  made  with  doctors,  an  inclusive  annual 
p a v me nt  for  medical  attendance  and  treatment  and  medicines 
might  be  arranged.  Otherwise  the  araaagemente  would  be  on  the 
ordinary  lines  with  chemists,  and  it  might  be  convenient  lor  the 
Societies  to  negotiate  with  the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Committees. 

Medical  Recommendations.— In  a  supplementary  report 
of  the  Council  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  published 
in  the  "British  Medical  Journal"  of  July  5  is  embodied 
the  following  statement  from  the  Insurance  Commissioners 
in  regard  to  the  penny  fee  for  copying  prescriptions  which 
are  not  sent  to  panel  chemists  in  duplicate : 

(i)  That  any  modification,  in  the  existing  terms  of  the  chemists 
contract  is  primarily  a  rn.at.ber  for  local  negotiations  botweso  toe 
Insurance  Committee,  the  Local  Medical  Committee,  ai.d  tho  r^nai- 
maceutical  Committee;  .  . 

(ii)  that  -proposed  alterations  in  existing  drug  tar tts  must  Oe 
submitted  by  the  Insurance  Committee  to  the  Commissioners  tor 
their  approval,  and  before  approving  any  material  alteration,  such 
as  the  insertion  of  a  fee  for-  the  copying  of  prescriptions,  the 
Commissionea-s  would  require  Insurance  Committea?  to  consult  the 
Local  Medical  Committee  and  submit  to  the  Commissmners  o.eto»ls 
of  the  proposal's,  stating  the  views  of  the  Local  Medical  Com- 
mittee thereon,  and  .  . 

(iii)  that  in  considering  any  such  proposal,  the  ..jsionrrw 
will  »ive  due  weight  to  any  repiresentations  that  may  be  made 
on  behalf  of  the  practitioners  in  the  particular  area  concerned. 

The  Council  understands,  that  while  the  profession  m  a  tew 
areas  .agreed  to  the  suggested  new  charge,  in.  most  areas  the  three- 
copy  prescription  arrangement  has  been  continued. 
In  a  memorandum  submitted  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners 
by  the  Council  reference  is  made  to  the  description  ot 
"  rural  area  "  in  Regulation  30  (1).  Owing  to  the  lack  ot 
uniformity  in  action,  and  the  confusion  which  has  arisen 
from  the  indefiniteness  of  the  present  regulation,  the  Council 
urge  the  Commissioners  to  delete  the  words  "  jn  a  rural 
area  "  from  the  regulation,  so  as  to  enable  medical  prac- 
titioners if  they  so  elect,  to  dispense  medicines  for  insured 
persons  on  their  list  in  all  cases  where  their  patients  are 
more  than  a  mile  from  a  chemist  on  the  list.

Treatment  of  Mercurial  Stomatitis. 

Dr.  R.  Le  Blaye  ("Le  Laboratoire  et  Progres  Den- 
taire  ")  states  that  salvarsan  has  been  tried  in  a  case  of 
stomatitis  successfully,  such  as  occurs  especially  after  the 
use  of  mercurial  ointment.  Before  treatment  with  salvarsan 
was  instituted,  extensive  necrosis  of  the  palate  and  velum 
seemed  inevitable.  After  the  first  intravenous  injection  of 
salvarsan  these  symptoms  disappeared  with  surprising 
rapidity,  to  reappear  after  one  week.  A  permanent  result 
was,  however,  obtained  after  the  second  injection. 

Pyorrhoea  Vaccine. 

Mr.  Basil  Hughes,  F.R.C.S.,  in  the  "British  Medical 
Journal,"  points  out  that  pyorrhoea  alveolaris  is  fre- 
quently associated  with  rheumatoid  arthritis.  H"e  has 
frequently  seen  cases  in  which  stumps  have  been  covered 
up  by  dental  plates  and  crowns,  to  become  afterwards 
the  seat  of  offensive  pus  containing  a  very  mixed  infec- 
tion. In  cases  of  pyorrhoea  the  following  form  of  treat- 
ment gives  most  satisfactory  results,  and  in  a  number  of 
cases  cure.  The  mouth  should  be  thoroughly  washed, 
and  the  teeth  scrubbed  for  two  or  three  days  with  nor- 
mal saline  solution  without  antiseptics.  This  gets  rid 
of  all  extraneous  matter  from  the  teeth.  At  the  end 
of  three  days  a  small  quantity  of  pus  is  squeezed  up 
from  the  gum,  a  slide  taken,  and  agar  tubes  inoculated. 
_  It  has  been  a  well-marked  phenomenon  that  in  these 
cases  of  mouth  infection  there  is  marked  breaking-up 
of  the  leucocytes  seen  on  the  slide  taken,  and  very  few 
of  the  organisms  are  intracellular.  In  brief,  there  is  a 
poor  attempt  at  phagocytosis.  A  vaccine  is  prepared, 
and  an  initial  dose,  varying  with  the  patient,  given. 
After  the  second  injection,  if  a  second  slide  be  taken 
and  stained,  it  is  often  remarkable  to  see  the  phago- 
cytosis present.  It  is  now  evident  that  the  opsonic  index 
is  increasing,  and  this  is  the  time  to  remove  the  septic 
.stumps  and  bad  teeth.  He  has  known  cases  in  which 
doctors  have  advised  patients  to  have  their  teeth  re- 
moved for  thjs  condition.  The  whole  mouth  has  been 
cleared  at  one  sitting,  and  after  all  this  the  patient's 
joint  condition  has  become  worse.  The  teeth  should 
I»J  removed  two  or  three  only  at  a  time,  and  this  only 
after  the  opsonic  index  has  been  raised.  Otherwise  a 
large  raw  surface  for  absorption  is  opened  up  to  organ- 
isms to  which  the  patient  has  but  poor  resistance.  If 
many  stumps  are  removed  while  the  patient's  immunity 
is  being  artificially  increased  by  means  of  autogenous 
vaccines,  _  anaphylactic  symptoms  appear.  This  treat- 
ment of  joints  associated  with  pvorrhoea  has  given  such 
gratifying  results  that  Mr.  Hughes  now  uses  it  as  a 
routine  procedure.

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OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


The  Evidence  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Willcox, 

which  was  summarised 
in  your  last  issue,  is  of  value  as  being  the  opinion  of  an 
official  who  is  in  an  unusually  good  position  to  form  an 
accurate  judgment  on  the  whole  question  of  dispensing  and 
dispensers,  as  well  as  himself  being  a  medical  man  accus- 
tomed to  write  prescriptions — therefore  well  qualified  to 
discriminate  between  the  drugs  that  ought  to  be  on  the 
Poison  Schedule  and  those  that  are  comparatively 
innocuous.  I  am  bound  to  agree  with  Dr.  Willcox  when 
he  says  that  few  medical  men  know  what  is  on  the  Poison 
Schedule,  my  experience  being  that  all  that  a  doctor  cares 
about  is  to  know  the  safe  maximum  dose  of  any  drug ;  so 
that  it  is,  all  the  more  necessary  that  thoroughly  trained 
men  should  be  entrusted  with  dispensing.  The  argument 
advanced  by  Dr.  Willcox  that  as  medical  men  did  not 
write  prescriptions  for  the  industrial  classes  before  the 
Insurance  Act,  therefore  prescriptions  could  not  have  been 
diverted  from  the  drug-stores  by  the  Act,  also  seems  to 
me  to  be  thoroughly  sound,  indeed  quite  unanswerable. 

The  Objection 

you  make  to  the  Apothecaries'  Assistants  Bill 
is  one  that  must  commend  itself  to  every  candid  mind,  if, 
as  may  be  presumed,  the  Chemists'  Assistants  Bill  becomes 
law.  It  is  highly  undesirable  to  perpetuate  the  existence 
of  two  classes  of  dispensers  now  that  dispensing  has  vir- 
tually been  placed  in  the  hands  of  one  body;  whatever 
show  of  reason  there  may  hitherto  have  been  for  a  dif- 
ference in  qualification  or  status  has  now  ceased  to  exist, 
and  the  sentimental-historical  claim  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Society  should  not  be  allowed  to  override  the  practical 
advantage  of  having  one  and  the  same  test  for  all  who 
are  engaged  in  the  same  work  under  the  same  conditions. 
Mr.  Schuster's  puzzlement  with  regard  to  "the  purpose  to 
serve  in  being  an  assistant  to  an  apothecary "  ' is  quite 
natural,  and  to  make  provision  for  the  extension  of  a 
state  of  thing  for  which  there  is  no  longer  any  occasion 
is  unreasonable.  The  case  of  those  dispensers  to  doctors, 
apothecaries,  and  public  bodies  who  are  injuriously  affected 
by  the  Insurance  Act  ought,  however,  to  be  met,  ae  far 
as  is  consistent  with  safety. 

If  there  be  any  Doubt 

as  to  the  advisability  of  circularising 
head-mistresses  regarding  the  value  of  pharmacy  as  a 
profession  suitable  for  their  pupils,  that  doubt  can  surely 
no  longer  survive.  The  record  of  successes  gained  at  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  is  a  triumphant  vindication  of  the 
idea  that  not  only  is  pharmacy  a  profession  for  which 
women  are  admirably  fitted,  but  also  of  the  capacity  of 
women  to  hold  their  own  in  intellectual  pursuits  when- 
ever they  enter  into  competition  with  men.  Eighteen 
honours  were  distributed,  and  of  these,  eight  (one  exhibi- 
tion, three  medals,  and  four  certificates)  fell  to  two  ladies, 
while  two  medals  and  eight  certificates  were  divided  among 
six  men,  a  record  of  which  the  so-called  "weaker  sex" 
may  well  be  proud.  When  we  reflect  also  that  the 
majority  of  the  students  are  men,  the  result  is  all  the 
more  surprising.  I  do  not  recall  that  any  similar  division 
of  the  spoils  has  ever  before  occurred  in  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  and  it  will  be  with  more  than  casual  interest 
that  we  shall  await  the  results  of  the  senior  examinations 
next  year,  when  the  same  students  again  face  the  music. 
The  Historical  Medical  Museum 

in  Wigmore  Street  is  a 
.very  great  achievement  to  have  originated  with  and  been 
organised  by  one  man,  however  many  helpers  he  may  have 
had,  and  Mr.  Wellcome  deserves  the  warmest  thanks  and 
congratulations  we  can  give  him.  The  collection  is  so  rich 
in  objects  of  interest,  and  its  scope  is  so  wide,  that  I 
have  only  been  able  in  my  brief  visits  to  glance  at  one 
or  two  departments  which  appeal  especially  to  myself. 
Chief  among  these  are  the  books  and  manuscripts.  There 
is  a  large  number  of  both,  among  the  latter  being  some 


in  Chinese,  Persian,  and  Arabic,  in  addition  to  those  in 
Greek,  Latin,  and  in  most  modern  languages.  One  of  the 
most  interesting,  on  account  not  only  of  its  intrinsic  im- 
portance but  of  its  unusual  form  (fhat  of  a  long  roll), 
and  of  the  curious  coloured  drawings  in  the  margin,  is 
a  facsimile  of  a  MS.  of  John  of  Arderne's  "  De  Arte 
phisicale  (.sic)  et  cirurgica,"  which  hangs  on  the  wall 
at  the  end  of  the  room.  The  date  of  the  original  is  1412. 
The  dating  of  one  or  two  of  the  MSB.,  judged  by  the 
character  of  the  writing,  is  perhaps  open  to  question, 
and  in  one  case,  that  (if  I  remember  rightly)  of  a  copy 
of  the  pseudonymous  Macer,  "  XVI  Cent."  is  appar- 
ently a  misprint  for  "XIV  Cent."  There  are  several 
beautiful  specimens  of  the  Italian  "  humanistic "  hand 
of  the  Renaissance  period,  exceptions  to  the  rule  that 
the  art  of  writing  declined  steadily  after  the  thirteenth 
century,  and  was  very  rapid  from  the  time  of  the  invention 
of  printing.  The  collection  of  diplomas  in  this  depart- 
ment is  especially  good. 

The  Printed  Books 

are  arranged,  for  the  most  part,  chrono- 
logically, and  are  of  great  interest.  One  whole  case  is 
almost  entirely  taken  up  by  incunables,  among  which  are 
an  edition  of  the  "  Herbarius  zu  Teutsch  "  printed  at 
Augsburg  in  1496  (the  first  edition  appeared  at  Mainz 
in  1485),  and  two  copies  of  the  first  Latin  edition  of  the 
"  Hortu6  Sanitatis  "  founded  upon  it.  Among  the  Eng- 
lish books  are  W.  Turner's  "  Herball "  of  1568  (the  first 
complete  edition);  Askham's  "Little  Herball"  (1550). 
founded  on  Banckes's;  Lyte's  Dodoens  (1578);  and  the 
first  edition  of  Gerard  (1597).  The  amazing  number 
of  books  on  health  and  medicine  published  in  England 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  sixteenth  century  is  well  illus- 
trated by  the  contents  of  case  90,  and  the  bookish  phar- 
macist will  gloat  over  the  rich  collection  of  London  Phar- 
macopoeias downstairs,  where  also  he  will  find  specimens 
of  old  account  and  prescription  books.  Into  these  sub- 
terranean regions,  the  fullest  of  all  of  strictly  pharma- 
ceutical interest,  your  space  will  not  allow  me  to  enter. 

"  Shamrock" 

is,  from  the  medico-botanical  point  of  view,  the 
most  interesting  word  in  the  latest  Section  (Several — 
Shooter)  of  the  Oxford  Dictionary,  and  even  it  is  not  of 
much  importance  in  medicine.  No  attempt  is  made  in  the 
Dictionary  to  decide  the  vexed  question  of  the  identity 
of  St.  Patrick's  shamrock,  which  is  indeed  insoluble,  and 
a  matter  of  sentimental  interest  only.  Bicheno's  argu- 
ment in  favour  of  the  wood-sorrel,  the  Irish  name  for 
which  differs  but  in  one  letter  from  that  of  the  meadow 
trefoil,  is  based  mainly  on  a  passage  in  Fynes  Moryson's 
"Itinerary"  (1599),  in  which  it  is  said  that  "the  wild 
Irish"  in  times  of  distress  "willingly  eat  the  herbe 
Schamrock  being  of  a  sharp  taste  which  as  they  run  and 
are  chased  to  and  fro  they  snatch  like  beasts  out  of  the 
ditches."  This  exactly  suits  the  wood-sorrel,  which  is 
moreover  trifoliate  as  well  as  edible;  but  Mr.  Colgan,  in 
his  learned  treatise  on  "  The  Shamrock  in  Literature," 
will  have  none  of  it.  He  gives  his  vote  in  favour  of 
Trifolium  repens,  which  is,  he  contends,  equally  edible, 
but  which  unfortunately  is  not  sharp  in  taste  and  does  not 
grow  in  ditches.  The  Dictionary  says  that  T.  minus  if 
now  most  commonly  worn  as  the  shamrock,  Gerard  tells 
us  that  in  his  day  the  plant  so  called  in  Ireland  was 
T.  prate-rise,  and  there  a  mere  Englishman  may  be  content 
to  leave  the  matter.  Meadow  trefoil  had  a  place  in 
medicine,  mixed  with  honey,  as  a  clyster,  as  well  as  for 
poultices  and  for  "pin  and  web"  in  the  eyes.  "Share- 
wort  "  is  another  unidentified  plant  formerly  used  in 
medicine,  as  its  name  indicates.  "Shampoo,"  also,  was 
originally  a  medical  term,  signifying  massage,  and  is 
so  used  by  Dickens.  "  Shammy  "  leather  should  be  chamois 
leather,  "but  "  shammoyed "  leather,  which  is  leather 
treated  with  oil  or  grease,  comes  dangerously  near  it  in 
sound,  and  is  what  our  wash-leathers  frequently  are.

Editorial  Articles. 

B.P.C.  Presidential  Survey. 

1905-1912;  Naylor,  Tyrer,  Wright,  Tocher, 
Ransom,  Wells,  and  Evans. 

The  period  which  this  survey  has  now  reached  is  recent, 
and  slight  references  suffice  to  recall  a  number  of  events 
which  make  the  fifth  decade  of  the  Conference  one  of  the 
most  momentous  in  its  history. 

The  meeting  in  the  first  year  of  Mr.  W.  A.  H.  Naylor's 
presidency  was  held  at  Brighton  on  July  25  and  26,  1905, 
this  being  the  second  visit  to  that  famous  health  resort. 
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Mr.  Naylor  had  been  Hon.  Secretary  for  fifteen  years, 
and  was  thus  well  equipped  in  regard  to  the  objects  and 
policy  of  the  Conference.  Unassuming  but  ever  pains- 
taking and  thorough  in  all  that  he  undertakes,  is  a 
summing-up  of  his  personal 
characteristics.  He  is  a  Lin- 
colnshire man,  and  early  came 
under  the  influence  of  the  late 
Mr.  Louis  Siebold,  of  Man- 
chester, and  later  studied  for 
the  Major  examination  at 
Blooms-bury  Square,  taking 
School  honours  in  all  subjects, 
including  two  medals.  This 
early  direction  fostered  his 
natural  bent  for  research,  which  he  commenced  in  the 
3aboratories  of  Messrs.  Corbyn,  Stacey  &  Co.,  at  first  under 
Mr.  John  Mo6S.  Afterwards  he  joined  the  staff  of  Messrs. 
Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis,  and  when  that  firm  became  a 
component  of  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  he  was  made 
a  director.  Mr.  Naylor's  Address  at  Brighton  was  chiefly 
■devoted  to  consideration  of  the  standardisation  question. 
He  reviewed  the  processes  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia ( 
and  made  suggestions  for  the  standardisation  of  drugs 
and  their  preparations  which  had  not  yet  been  officially 
standardised.  Mr.  Naylor  possesses  considerable  gilts 
as  an  orator,  and  the  direct  way,  born  of  practical  experi- 
ence, with  which  he  approached  the  subject  was  much 
appreciated.  Physiological  standardisation  was  dealt  with 
later  by  Dr.  W.  G.  Dixon,  and  other  noticeable 
contributions  were  on  the  United  States  Pharma- 
copoeia which  had  recently  been  published.  The 
membership  of  the  Conference  was  stated  in  the 
annual  report  to  be  1,038,  but  of  these  only 
725  had  paid  their  subscriptions.  A  "General  Index"  to 
the  ' '  Year-book  ' '  for  the  years  1886  to  1903  was  brought 
out  in  this  year.  An  invitation  to  Birmingham  for  1906 
was  accepted,  Mr.  Naylor  being  President  for  a  second 
term.  His  second  Address  was  a  continuation  of  the 
subject  of  standardisation,  and  a  consideration,  in  the 
light  of  personal  experience,  of  knowledge  regarding  the 
constituent  principles  of  aloes,  balsam  of  tolu, 
cantharides,  cascarilla,  euonymin,  gelsemium,  ginger, 
guaiacum-resin,  hops,  lobelia,  male  fern,  myrrh,  senega, 
and  veratrine.  The  financial  statement  was  dishearten- 
ing, and  the  deficit  of  111?,  was  reflected  in  the  "  Year- 
book "  for  1906,  which  is  the  thinnest  volume  of  the 
.series.  Sir  Thomas  Barclay  was  the  Chairman  of  the 
Local  Committee,  and  the  third  Conference  meeting  in 
Birmingham  was  consequently  a  huge  success  from  the 

social  side.  Mr.  Charles 
Thompson  acted  as  Hon. 
Local  Secretary,  and 
brought  to  the  duties  his 
experience  in  the  same 
capacity  at  the  1886 
meeting. 

Manchester,  where  the 
Conference  met  in  1907. 
is  remembered  for  several 
things.  In  the  first  place, 
the  President,  Mr. 
Thomas  Tyrer,  F.I.C., 
F.C.S.,  was  the  first 
President  who  had  not 
been  trained  as  a  pharma-

cist,  but  as  events  showed, 
selection  was  one  of  the  wisest  ever  made. 
Tyrer's   name    is   a   household   word   in  chemical

industry,  and  in  his  .  time  he  has  filled  many' 
honourable  positions  in  chemistry,  hence  his  acceptance' 
of  the  presidency  was  looked  upon  as  a  high  compliment 
to  Pharmacy.  His  Address  dealt  chiefly  with  chemical 
research  within  the  sphere  of  applied  chemistry.  Most 
of  the  papers  communicated  at  the  meeting  were  worthy 
of  the  occasion,  those  on  juniper  oil  by  Messrs. 
J.  C.  Umney  and  C.  T.  Bennett  and  Mr.  F.  C.  J. 
Bird  attracting  most  attention  owing  to  prosecu- 
tions that  had  taken  place  in  London.  Dr. 
W.  H.  Martindale  also  read  an  interesting  paper 
on  the  conditions  under  which  dispensing  is  carried 
out  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  The  Conference  had 
met  at  Manchester  orr  a  previous  occasion,  but  the  1907 
meeting  is  noticeable  for  the  very  generous  scale  of  the 
hospitality  dispensed  by  the  Local  Committee  under  the 
chairmanship  of  the  veteran  pharmacist,  Mr.  G.  S. 
Woolley.  The  Cleworth  photographs,  which  have  6ince 
been  a  feature  of  the  C.  &  D.  reports  of  the  Conference, 
first  appeared  in  that  year. 

The  1908  meeting  was  held  at  Aberdeen,  which  received 
the  Conference  for  the  second  time.  Mr.  Robert  Wright, 
of  Buxton,  was  the  President 
in  recognition  of  the  long  series 
of  researches  on  pharmacopoeia! 
processes  in  which  he  had  been 
concerned  for  many  years  along 
with  Mr.  E.  H.  Farr.  Mr. 
Wright  has  spent  most  of  his 
life  at  Buxton,  having  been 
apprenticed  to  Dr.  J.  C.  Thresh, 
later  acquiring  the  business. 
His  Address  had  largely  to 
do  with  the  progress  of  pharmacy,  and  in  regard  to  the 
future  he  prophesied  that  a  cleavage  might  occur  in  the. 
ranks  of  pharmacy t  one  section  being  devoted  exclusively 
to  selling  to  the  public  what  they  want,  and  the  other 
being  concerned  with  dispensing  and  the  scientific  side 
of  pharmacy.  Twenty-three  papers  were  communicated 
to  this  meeting,  new  subjects,  such  as  formates  (by  Mr.  G. 
Lunan)  and  electro-therapeutics  (by  Mr.  T.  Maltby 
Clague),  being  introduced.  The  chemical  papers  of  note 
were  those  on  bismuth  salicylate  by  Mr.  Bristowe- 
Harrison,  and  on  iron  arsenates  by  Dr.  Power  and  Mr. 
Harold  Rogerson.  Drug  standards  were  also  discussed 
by  Messrs.  J.  C.  Umney  and  C.  T.  Bennett.  The  Con- 
ference showed  no  lack  of  vitality  on  this  occasion, 
although  it  was  still  somewhat  embarrassed  financially. 

For  its  third  time  of  meeting  in  Newcastle-on-Tyne  the 
Conference  had  at  Aberdeen  selected  as  President  a 
county  pharmacist  who  had  specialised  in  science,  Mr. 
James  Fowler  Tocher,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  who  is  noted 
as  an  anthropologist,  eugenist, 
and  statistician,  as  well  as  a 
chemist.  He  is  now  public 
analyst  for  Aberdeenshire  and 
lecturer  in  Aberdeen  University, 
but  at  that  time  was  in  business 
in  Peterhead.  The  meeting  was 
opened  under  favourable  cir- 
cumstances on  July  27,  1909, 
when  Mr.  Tocher  delivered  a 
voluminous  Address  which  in- 
cluded valuable  statistics  regard- 
ing examination  and  registration 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  with  a  survey  of  the  progress  of 
Pharmacy  from  the  foundation  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  and  suggestions  as  to  future 
developments.      Besides    nineteen    communications  the

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meeting  had  a  debate  opened  by  the  President  on  July  28 
on  the  question  "  Should  the  dispensing  of  medical 
prescriptions  be  exclusively  confined  to  pharmacists?  " 
This  resulted  in  a  resolution  to  confer  with  represen- 
tatives of  the  British  Medical  Association  on  the  subject, 
which  was  eventually  done  with  favourable  results.  Two 
sessions  only  were  held,  one  each  day  from  9.30  a.m.  to 
1.30  p.m.,  concluding  general  business  being  done  after 
luncheon  on  the  Wednesday,  and  it  included  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  Horace  Finnemore  as  an  Hon.  Secretary 
in  place  of  Mr.  Edmund  White,  who  had  served  in  that 
capacity  six  years,  and  Mr.  Francis  Ransom  was  elected 
President. 

The  meeting  in  Cambridge  demonstrated  the  possibilities 
of  comparatively  small  towns  with  great  historic  resources 

as  hosts  to  the  Confer- 
ence. The  meeting  began 
on  July  26,  and  sessions 
were  also  held  on  the  two 
days  following.  Mr.  Ran- 
som's Address  was  on 
some  present-day  aspects 
of  pharmaceutical  re- 
search. As  the  working- 
head  of  a  business  which 
has  specialised  in  what 
are  known  as  English 
drugs,  Mr.  Ransom  pre- 
dicated that  botany  holds 
a  foremost  place  in  such 
research,  and  he  traced 
the  progress  which  has 
been  made  in  drug  valuation,  to  which  he  himself 
has  largely  contributed  as  regards  belladonna,  ipecacuanha, 
and  several  other  drug  staples.  The  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee  was  exceptionally  interesting.  After 
noting  the  death  of  Michael  Carteighe,  reference  was  made 
to  the  joint  meeting  with  British  Medical  Association 
members  and  to  a  proposal  that  the  Conference  should 
absorb  the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tions. The  latter  would  have  been  made  possible  by  an 
amendment  of  the  constitution  proposed  by  Mr.  John  C. 
TJmney,  and  adopted,  which  i6  shown  in  the  italicised 
portion  of  the  following  : 

To  form  a  bond  of  union  among  the  various  associations 
established  for  the  advancement  of  the  Science  and  Practice 
of  Pharmacy,  by  receiving  from  them  delegates  to  the  annual 
Conference. 

The  Federation's  idea  wa6  that  a  Trade  Interests  Section 
of  the  Conference  should  be  established,  but  at  a  special 
meeting  on  July  26  Mr.  TJmney 's  suggestion  was  adopted, 
and  the  Federation  expired — "unwept,  unhonoured,  and 
unsung."  This  was  the  first  year  in  which  the  financial 
year  was  synchronous  with  the  calendar  year,  and  the 
Treasurer  was  able  to  report  an  improvement  in  mem- 
bership receipts.  The  Conference  met  at  9.30  daily,  and 
discussed  twentjvone  papers  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
the  general  business  being  done  on  the  Thursday  morn- 
ing, this  including  a  presentation  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Edmund  White. 

Portsmouth  was  the  meeting-place  in  1911,  the  sessions 
opening  in  the  Municipal  College  there  on  July  25,  Mr. 
William  Frederick  Wells,  of  Dublin,  past  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  being  the  President. 
His  Address  was  on  the  history  and  present  position  of 
Irish  pharmacy,  with  which  he  contrasted  the  conditions 
of  pharmacy  in  France  and  Germany.  The  report  of  the 
Executive  dealt  fully  with  the  entente  with  medical  men,

and  submitted  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  joint  meeting 
of  Conference  representatives  and  those  of  the  British 
Medical  Association,  which  embodied,  substantially,  the 
principles  as  to  pharmacy  service  now  established  under 
the  National  Insurance 
Act.  In  these  days  of 
short  memories  it  is  desir- 
able that  this  service  by 
the  Conference  to  the 
pharmacists  of  Great 
Britain  should  not  be  for- 
gotten. It  almost  is. 
although  it  is  to  the  Con- 
ference that  we  owe  the 
macadamising  of  the  road 
which  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  since  tra- 
versed. At  Portsmouth 
the  section  system  was 
inaugurated.  Mr.  John  C. 
Umney  presiding  at  the 
Practice  Section  on  Tues- 
day afternoon,  when  "  Secret  and  Proprietary  Medi- 
cines"  was  the  principal  subject  discussed,  Mr. 
E.  F.  Harrison  leading  the  attack  and  Mr.  Wells 
the  defence.  The  work  done  that  afternoon  contri- 
buted greatly  to  the  appointment  of  the  Select  Committee 
on  Patent  Medicines,  and,  by  a  curious  coincidence,  the 
more  serious  aspects  of  that  inquiry,  so  far  as  damage  to 
the  drug-trade  and  retail  pharmacy  i6  concerned,  were 
changed  by  the  evidence  of  the  Chairman.  The  incident 
of  1911  remains,  however,  as  a  warning  to  the  Conference 
about  lending  itself  as  it  did  then.  The  year  is  notable 
also  for  an  apparent  improvement  in  the  membership  of  the 
Conference,  the  receipts  amounting  to  503/.,  but  the 
financial  statement  covered  a  period  of  eighteen  months. 

Sir  Edward  Evans,  of  Liverpool,  was  the  President 
appointed  for  the  meeting  in  Edinburgh,  which  commenced 
there  on  Tuesday,  July  30,  1912.  The  meeting  reverted  to 
two  full  sessions  on  that  day  and  on  Wednesday,  the  first 
beginning  at  9.45  a.m. 
and  finishing  at  1  p.m. 
Mr.  Edmund  White  pre- 
sided at  the  Practice  Sec- 
tion on  the  Tuesday 
afternoon.  All  the  papers 
contributed  to  the  Science 
Section  (twenty-six)  were 
disposed  of  by  the  Wed- 
nesday before  luncheon, 
and  general  business  was 
done  in  three-quarters  of 
an  hour  of  the  afternoon. 
Sir  Edward  Evans  was  a 
most  popular  President. 
The  cultivation  of  drugs 
was  the  chief  subject  of 
his    Address,    and  this 

was  supplemented  by  a  communication  from  his  nephew, 
Mr.  J.  H.  E.  Evans,  the  result  being  that  the  whole  matter 
has  been  considered  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  by 
a  Royal  Commission  which  is  inquiring  into  the  resources 
of  the  Empire.  This  circumstance,  considered  along  with 
others  mentioned  in  this  article,  demonstrates  in  a 
thoroughly  practical  manner  what  British  pharmacists  owe 
to  the  Conference  as  an  organisation,  and  this  penultimate 
article  of  the  series  may  fittingly  close  with  that  statement 
for  chemists  to  think  about,  and  act  upon. 


Sir  Edward  Evans. 
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The  Tubercle  Bacillus. 

A  report  on  the  results  of  a  chemical  investigation  under- 
taken by  Dr.  Arthur  Harden,  F.E.S.  (assisted  by  Mr. 
S.  G.  Walpole),  at  the  request  of  the  Eoyal  Commission 
on  Human  and  Bovine  Tuberculosis,  is  published  at  Z^d. 
by  H.M.  Stationery  Office  as  Appendix  Vol.  VI.  of  the 
Final  Report  of  the  Commission.  The  object  of  the 
investigation  was  to  ascertain  whether  it  is  possible  by 
chemical  means  to  differentiate  between  tubercle  bacilli  of 
the  human  and  bovine  types.  The  report  gives  a 
systematic  quantitative!  comparison  of  the  action  of  the  two 
types,  the  principal  conclusion  from  which  is  that  no 
definite  physiological  difference  has  been  detected  between 
tubercle  bacilli  of  different  origins.  The  report  contains 
a  mass  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  detail  for  which  the 
original  should  be  consulted. 

Pellagra  in  Great  Britain. 

We  referred  recently  to  the  work  of  Dr.  L.  W. 
Sambon,  who  has  shown  that  pellagra  is  probably 
spread  by  the  Simulium  fly.  The  theory  formerly  held 
was  that  this  infective  disorder  is  the  result  of  eating 
damaged  maize,  but  the  study  of  cases  which  have 
occurred  in  this  country  has  made  it  certain  that  maize 
plays  no  part  in  the  etiology  of  the  disease.  The 
"  British  Medical  Journal,"  of  July  5,  contains  articles 
embodying  the  researches  of  Dr.  Sambon  and  other 
workers,  with  a  coloured  plate  showing  the  skin  eruption 
which  is  characteristic  of  the  disease.  The  importance 
of  the  discovery  lies  in  the  fact  that  pellagra  may  be 
followed  by  extensive  nervous  degenerations,  and  in 
districts  where  it  is  rife  many  victims  are  to  be  found  in 
asylums.  In  the  acute  and  subacute  attacks  arsenic 
appears  to  be  the  most  useful  remedy,  and  if  combined 
with  early  removal  from  the  conditions  and  the  locality 
in  which  the  attack  has  developed,  the  prognosis  in  the 
less  severe  cases  seems  not  unfavourable.

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NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 

MEETING  of  the  newly  elected  Executive  was  held' 
at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  Friday,  July  4. 

An  Official  Visit. 

Mr.  Edmund  White  (President)  and  Mr.  Woolcock. 
(Secretary  and  Registrar)  were  among  those  present, 
and  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  gave  them  a  cordial  welcome  to 
the  North  British  Branch.  He  remarked  that  the  late 
Mr.  Michael  Carteighe  was  able  at  a  very  critical  stage 
in  the  history  of  the  Branch,  by  his  actual  observation 
of  the  conditions  in  Scotland,  to  influence  the  Council 
to  effect  a  settlement  which  had  worked  har- 
moniously down  to  the  present.

They  had  come  to  talk  over  various 
matters  and  for  the  President  to  meet  them  face  to  face 
and  have  the  benefit  of  any  suggestions  that  they  could 
make.  So  far  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Society  was  con- 
cerned, he  could  not  exactly  say  he  had  an  open  mind 
on  every  subject  in  connection  with  Scotland  owing 
to  his  association  with  his  colleague,  Mr.  Rutherford 
Hill,  whose  absence  no  one  regretted  more  than  he  did, 
and  owing  to  what  he  knew  of  the  members  of  Scot- 
land, who  naturally  had  prejudiced  liim  rather  in  their 
favour. 

Election  of  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman. 
Mr.  Doig  (Dundee)  thought  the  meeting  before  pro- 
ceeding to  this  business  should  send  an  expression  of 
sympathy  with  Mr.  Hill  in  his  illness,  and  the  hope 
that  he  would  soon  be  able  to  resume  his  duties,  for  he- 
is  a  most  valuable  servant.  He  then  moved  the  re- 
election of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  as  Chairman.  He  spoke 
in  terms  of  high  appreciation  of  Mr.  Gilmour's  abilities 
and  services. 

Mr.  R.  Gordon  Drummond  (Falkirk)  seconded  the 
motion,  which  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  President  said  he  believed  they  had  chosen 
wisely.  They  were  at  a  period  of  special  strain,  and  it 
would  be  rather  dangerous,  even  if  desirable,  to  change 
their  Chairman,  who  had  the  whole  thing  in  his  hands 
and  had  already  proved  himself  thoroughly  capable  of 
carrying  out  their  business  satisfactorily. 

Mr.  William  Giles  (Aberdeen)  was  re-elected  Vice- 
Chairman. 

The  President  then  welcomed  the  four  new  members 
of  the  Executive — Messrs.  Fisher  and  Glass,  who  had 
been    members    before,    and    Messrs.    Drummond  and 
Mackenzie,  each  of  whom  acknowledged  the  compliment. 
Committees. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  and  Mr.  Giles  were  appointed 
Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  respectively  of  the 
General  Purposes  Committee,  the  other  members  being 
Messrs.  Cowie,  A.  Currie,  W.  L.  Currie,  Forret,  D.  Gil- 
mour, Nesbit,  Storrar,  Fisher,  and  Glass. 

The  following  were  reappointed  the  Nomination  of 
Examiners  Committee  :  The  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,, 
and  Messrs.  Doig,  Forret,  and  Sutherland. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Bremridge  thanking  the- 
Executive  for  their  expression  of  goodwill  in  his  re- 
tirement. 
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It  was  remitted  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee 
to  arrange  the  programme  of  evening  meetings  of  the 
Branch  for  the  winter  session,  and  it  was  left  to  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  to  nominate  a  gentleman  to 
deliver  the  opening  Address  and  report  to  next  meet- 
ing. The  General  Purposes  Committee  was  also 
instructed  to  draft  a  list  of  Divisional  Secretaries  to 
be  submitted  to  the  next  Executive  meeting. 

The  meeting  appointed  delegates  to  represent  the 
North  British  Branch  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  Jubilee  meeting  in  London. 

The  Annual  Convention. 
The  President  said  he  thought  it  would  be  ad- 
vantageous to  ask  Mr.  Woolcock  to  explain  to  them  the 
report  which  had  been  submitted  to  the  Council  with 
reference  to  a  scheme  which  had  been  evolved  from  the 
somewhat  chaotic  condition  experienced  of  what  had  been 
done  on  the  basis  of  the  meeting  of  Association  dele- 
gates in  London  last  May.  Mr.  Woolcock  did  so,  the 
facts  being  as  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  last  week,  index 
folio  11;  after  which  the  Executive  discussed  the  scheme 
in  camera,  and  made  suggestions.  Insurance  Act 
matters  were  also  discussed.

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Seven  deaths  have  been  chronicled  this  week  as  due  to 
poisoning ;  of  these  five  were  by  misadventure. 

Carbolic  Disinfectant. — Annie  Lucas,  aged  eighteen  months, 
died  at  Newport  (Mon.)  from  the  effects  of  drinking  some 
municipal  disinfectant  fluid  from  a  "pop"  bottle  which 
her  mother  bad  temporarily  left  standing  on  the  floor.  At 
the  inquest  the  latter  said  she  might  have  been  more  care- 
ful if  the  word  "Poison"  had  been  on  the  bottle  in  bold 
characters. 

Laudanum  in  accidental  overdose  accounted  for  the  death 
of  Dr.  Thomas  Angus  (39),  of  Ystalfcra,  and  James  Henry 
Youmans  (73),  painter,  Great  Yarmouth. — W.  Rogers, 
joiner,  Malton,  committed  suicide  with  the  same  drug. 

Liniment. — Amy  Payne,  the  daughter  of  a  Bishopsteignton 
labourer,  died  in  Teignmouth  Hospital  from  the  effects 
of  some  poison.  She  had  apparently  taken  some  liniment 
in  mistake  for  medicine. 

Spirit  of  Salt. — Mary  Ann  Rosina  Melbert  (65).  the  wife 
of  an  Oxford  engine-driver,  committed  suicide  by  taking 
this  poisonous  acid. 

Kind  not  Stated. — Edith  Jessamine  Margaret  Boston  (39) 
killed  herself  at  York  by  taking  some  "  vegetable  poison."

The  athletic  sports  passed  off  with  great  enthusiasm,  but  great 
disappointment  woe  expressed-  at  the  result  of  the  race  for  the 
Challenge  Cup  presented  by  the  firm.  The  successful  competitor 
who  takes  off  this  cup  must  win  the  race  for  three  consecutive 
years.  Mr.  F.  Goddard  had  won  the  race  for  the  past  two  years, 
and  it  was  fully  anticipated  that  this  year  he  would  take-  the 
cup.  Much,  however,  to  the  surprise  and  disappointment  of 
everybody,  he  was  taken  suddenly  ill  during  the  race,  and  an, 
enterprisiing  competitor  now-  places  Godda-rd  at  a  great  disadvan- 
tage, as  he  must  win  the  race  for  the  next  three  years-  before  he 
can  lay  claim  to  the  cup. 


ASSOCIATION  AFFAIRS. 


London  Assistants. —Owing  to  the  increasing  secre- 
tarial duties  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association,  Mr. 
Chas.  E.  MacMillan,  of  50-54  Beak  Street,  W.,  has  been 
appointed  Assistant  Literary  Secretary. 

P.A.T.A.  &.  CD. A. —The  attendance  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  held  at 
Salisbury  Hotel,  Salisbury  Square,  London,  E.G.,  on  July  8, 
was  smaller  than  usual,  about  forty  members  being  present, 
including  Mr.  S.  N.  Pickard  (President,  in  the  chair),  and 
Messrs.  J.  G.  Atkinson,  G.  R.  Barclav,  Dr.  A.  J.  Barnes, 
C.  J.  G.  Bunker,  R.  F.  Clarke.  H.  C.  Dodson  (Ecsolent  Com- 
pounds), H.  Wippell  Gadd.  B.  Hirst,  J.  Kirkpatrick,  G.  J. 
Knight,  S.  Kutnow,  H.  H.  Long,  McCaig  (Evans),  E. 
Pickering,  W.  Lang  (Woolleys),  T.  Powell,  P.  F.  Rowsell, 
C.  Rundle,  Smith  (Sangers),  J.  W.  Sutherland,  and  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones  (Secretary).  The  Chairman,  in  moving  the 
adoption  of  the  report  (C.  &  D..  May  10.  index 
folio  '729).  reviewed  the  year's  work,  remarking  that  local 
Associations  must  keep  pegging  away  at  the  question  of 
unprofitable  proprietaries.  He  stated  that  he  did  not 
wonder  at  retailers  substituting  for  these.  Mr.  Kutnow 
seconded  the  motion.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones.  in  reply  to  a 
question,  said  the  position  as  regards  co-operative  societies 
is  much  the  same  as  it  was  with  the  qualification  that  a  few 
of  the  retail  associations  had  come  into  line.  Mr.  Kutnow 
drew  attention  to  plagiarism  regarding  advertising  leaflets 
and  ideas,  which  he  denounced  as  worse  than  substitution. 
Following  Mr.  Rowsell,  Mr.  Smith  (of  Sangers)  said,  the 
Council's  resolutions  regarding  window-shows  are  being 
continuallv  broken.  He  said  his  firm,  as  the  result  of  a  pro- 
prietor offering  lb!,  w-orth  of  his  goods  for  40s..  had  been 
inundated  with  enough  offers  of  stock  from  retailers  suffi- 
cient to  last  them  a  year.  Mr.  Kutnow  said  the  bonus 
svstem  is  bad,  arid  not  in  accordance  with  P.A.T.A.  rules. 
The  Chairman  said  if  the  name  of  the  persons  in  question 
were  given,  the  matters  would  be  looked  into.  Mr.  Long 
wanted  the  P.A.T.A.  price  printed  on  the  wrapper,  sug- 
gesting that  a    number  indicating  pence  could  be  used. 
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This  was  stated  to  be  impracticable,  attempts  to  get  the 
letters  *'  P.A.T.A."  alone  put  in  being  unsuccessful.  Mr. 
Knight  having  wound  up  the  discussion,  the  motion  was 
carried  unanimously. — Only  about  a  dozen  members  stayed 
for  the  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  at 
which  Mr.  C  J.  G.  Bunker  presided  owing  to  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Colley,  the  Chairman.  The  annual 
report  [C.  &  D.,  May  17,  index  folio  761)  was  taken  as 
read.  The  Chairman,  in  drawing  attention  to  the  increased 
risks  of  chemists  in  business  due  to  Insurance  dispensing, 
said  they  had  already  had  one  or  two  cases.  An  allegation 
that  medicine  supplied  was  not'  the  same  kind  as  before 
was  proved  to  be  incorrect.  Mr.  Pickard  seconded,  Dr. 
Barnes  supporting  him.  Mr.  Chas.  Rundle  wanted  to  know 
if  the  C.D.A.  would  support  chemists  in  legal  action  against 
•an  Insurance  Committee  should  disputes  as  to  accounts 
arise.  This1  was  answered  in  the  affirmative.  Mr.  Row- 
sell  said  that  the  present  year  is  a  provisional  period,  and 
accumulated  experience  would  enable  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  on  Insurance  to  formulate  in  Septem- 
ber or  October  a  more  comprehensive  tariff  with  explicit 
directions.  Mr.  Long  having  inveighed  against  compulsory 
-closing  of  shops,  Mr.  Sutherland  6aid  the  directors  antici- 
pated trouble  under  both  the  Shops  and  National  Insurance 
Acts.  Mr.  Knight  gave  as  an  example  of  risk  from  insured 
persons  a  case  where  a  patient  took  an  eleven-days'  supply 
of  a  strychnine  mixture  in  three  or  four  days.  After  the 
Secretary  (Mr.  W.  Johnston)  had  briefly  dealt  with  the 
various  points,  the  report  wa6  adopted  ncm.  con.  The  re- 
tiring directors  were  re-elected  en  bloc,  and  the  auditor  re- 
appointed. Votes  of  thanks  to  the  directors,  Secretary,  and 
■Chairman  ended  the  proceedings. 


WESTMINSTER  WISDOM. 

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


Amendment  of  the  Patent  Acts. 
The  Commercial  Parliamentary  Committee,  of  "which 
Sir  John  Randies,  M.P.,  is  Chairman,  decided  on  Wednes- 
day to  draft  a  Bill,  in  conjunction  with  the  Manchester 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  for  presentation  next  Session  to 
amend  the  Patent  Acts.  Mr.  Buxton  has  already  admitted 
the  need  for  some  such  reform,  but  recognises  that  it  is 
impossible  to  do  anything  within  the  limits  of  the  present 
Session. 

Owner's  Risk  Rates. 
We  understand  that  the  railway  companies  have  agreed 
to  receive  a  deputation  on  July  16  in  regard  to  the 
new  rules  providing  that  goods  packed  in  cardboard 
boxes  shall  only  be  carried  at  the  owner's  risk.  Sir 
J.  Pragnell,  of  the  Wholesale  Textile  Association,  will 
introduce  the  deputation,  which  will  include  representa- 
tives of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  National 
Chamber  of  Trade,  and  the  Boxmakers'  Association. 

Patent  Medicine  Inquiry. 
No  date  has  yet  been  fixed  for  the  reassembling  of 
the  Select  Committee  on  Patent  Medicines,  but  Sir  Henry 
Norman,  the  Chairman,  is  at  present  engaged  upon  the 
preparation  of  his  report.  This,  in  view  of  the  great 
volume  of  evidence  tendered  at  the  inquiry,  is  likely  to  be 
a  work  of  considerable  magnitude.  Sir  Henry,  however, 
proposes  to  complete  the  whole  investigation  before  the 
prorogation  of  Parliament  in  the  middle  of  next  month, 
and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  secure  the  desired 
result. 

Increase  of  Railway  Rates. 
The  Commercial  Parliamentary  Committee  at  the 
House  of  Commons  appointed  a  Sub-committee  at 
their  meeting  on  Wednesday  to  watch  the  ques- 
tion of  railway  rates.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  lay  before  Parlia- 
ment as  soon  as  possible  a  statement  showing  what  steps 
have  been  taken  by,  the  companies  to  take  advantage  of 
the  Act  of  1912,  and  what  amount  it  is  estimated  will  be 
paid  by  traders  in  respect  of  the  extra  charges.  The  Com- 
mittee decided  further  to  act  in  unison  with  the  Associated 
Chambers  of  Commerce  in  any  action  that  it  might  be 
necessary  to  take  in  the  matter. 

The  Opium  Question. 
Sir  E.  Grey  informed  Sir  J.  0.  Rees,  M.P.,  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday,  that  the  Chinese  Govern- 


ment have  requested  that  the  opium  accumulated  at 
Chinese  ports  should  be  reshipped  to  non-Chinese  markets, 
and  they  have  offered  to  pay  the  freight.  No  final  de- 
cision has  yet  been  com©  to,  and  he  was  unable  to  make 
any  statement  at  this  stage. 

[The  Conference  opened  at  The  Hague  on  Tuesday,  July  8, 
when  the  final  protocol  was  agreed  to.  It  provides  that  if 
by  December  31  various  Powers  have  not  all  adhered  to 
the  Opium  Convention,  those  who  have  signed  it  will  be 
invited  by  the  Dutch  Government  to  appoint  delegates  to 
meet  at  The  Hague  and  consider  the  possibility  of  putting 
the  Convention  in  force,  in  spite  of  the  abstention  of  the 
non-adhering  countries.  Indo-China  is  not  adhering.  The 
protocol  ratifying  the  Convention  and  giving  liberty  for  all 
nations  to  give  their  adhesion  to  it  at  The  Hague  was 
accepted  by  the  meeting  on  Wednesday  without  a  vote,  and 
was  signed  at  the  closing  meeting  that  afternoon.] 
Chemists  and  Weekly  Rest  Day. 

The  Weekly  Rest  Day  Bill,  which  was  introduced  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Imperial  Sunday  Alliance,  contains  special  exemp- 
tions in  regard  to  the  provision  of  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  relief.  The  backers  of  the  Bill  are  Lord 
H.  Bentinck,  Colonel  Williams,  Mr.  E.  A.  Goulding,  Mr. 
Noel  Buxton,  Mr.  Gladstone,  Mr.  Dickinson,  Mr.  P. 
Morrell,  Mr.  A.  Henderson,  Mr.  Hudson,  Mr.  C.  W. 
Bowerman,  and  Mr.  W.  Redmond.  Under  the  provisions 
of  the  Bill  Sunday  employment  is  made  generally  unlaw- 
ful, -both  for  a  person  who  is  himself  carrying  on  an 
occupation  as  well  as  for  persons  employed  by  him. 
There  is  no  prospect,  of  course,  of  any  progress;  being 
made  with  the  Bill  during  what  remains  of  the  present 
Session,  but  it  will  shortly  be  printed  in  order  that  its 
terms  may  be  discussed  during  the  ensuing  autumn  recess. 

Van-boy  Employment. 
The  Home  Office  Committee  which  has  been  inquiring 
into  the  conditions  of  labour  among  van-boys  has  made 
certain  recommendations,  and  notably  that  power  should 
be  given  to  the  local  authorities  to  regulate  the  employ- 
ment of  the  numerous  class  known  as  van-boys,  so  that 
none  shall  be  employed  before  6  a.m.  or  after  9.30  p.m.  at 
night;  that  none  under  the  age  of  eighteen  shall  be  em- 
ployed for  more  than  seventy  hours  in  the  course  of  a 
single  week,  inclusive  of  meal-times;  that  one  and  a-half 
hour  shall  be  allowed  each  day  for  meals,  except  in  eight- 
hour  working  days,  when  one  hour  for  meals  will  suffice ; 
that  the  usual  holidays  shall  be  given,  and  cards  recording 
the  hours  of  employment  for  each  boy  shall  be  kept  for 
inspection.  The  Committee  remark  that  the  occupation 
of  a  van-boy  is  popular  because  of  the  open  life  which  it 
entails,  and  they  propose  to  include  under  the  term  "  van- 
boy  "  girls  as  well  as  boys,  there  being,  it  is  stated,  a  few 
of  the  former  employed  as  van-guards. 

National  Insurance  Act. 
Vivisection.— Replying  to  Mr.  Chancellor  on  Wednes- 
day,, Mr.  Lloyd  George  said  that  the  research  work  that 
may  be  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  Medical 
Research  Committee  under  the  National  Insurance  Act 
will  be  carried  out  under  precisely  the  same  restrictions 
that  obtain  under  the  Act  of  1876,  and  the  regulations  of 
the  Home  Office  thereunder  in  other  cases  of  research 
work. 

Funds.— Mr.  Masterman  informed  Mr.  A.  Fell  on  Mon- 
day that  the  amount  standing  in  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Fund  on  July  3  was  about  14,000,OOOZ.—  The 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  informed  Mr.  Cassel  on 
Monday  that  it  is  not  proposed  during  the  present  Session 
to  introduce  a  supplementary  estimate  for  the  additional 
moneys  to  be  provided  by  Parliament  under  the  National 
Insurance  Amendment  Bill. 

Amending  Bill. — A  White  Paper  entitled  "  Memoran- 
dum upon  the  General  Objects  of  the  Bill "  has  been 
issued.  It  mentions  inter  alia  that  Clause  5,  which  reduces 
by  Id.  a  week  the  contributions  of  those  who  are  excluded 
from  Medical  Benefit  on  account  of  having  more  than 
160/.  a  year,  will  not  come  into  operation  until  July  1917. 
It  is  understood  that  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill 
will  be  taken  next  week  in  the  House  of  Commons — in 
all  probability  on  Thursday.  The  Committee  stage  of 
the  Bill  is  likely  to  occupy  a  f  ortnight. 
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Medical  Service  in  the  Highlands. — In  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Monday  Mr.  Masterman  stated,  in  reply,  to 
several  questions,  that  a  Bill  is  in  an  advanced  state  of 
preparation,  and  will  be  introduced  as  soon  as  the  exigencies 
of  the  Parliamentary  time  will  admit,  to  carry  out  the 
recommendations  of  Sir  John  Dewar's  Committee  in 
regard  to  the  question  of  medical  nursing  and  sanatorium 
treatment  in  the  Highlands  and  Islands.  The  estimate 
presented  to  Parliament  includes  a  sum  of  10,00(M.  in 
respect  of  the  proposed  special  grant  for  special  charges 
in  respect  of  insured  persons  pending  the  setting  up  of 
the  new  machinery,  and  there  would  be  a  supplementary 
grant  for  the  balance  of  the  sum.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Bill  will  be  of  a  non-controversial  character. 

Who  is  the  Chemist? — Mr.  Pretyman  asked  the 
Secretary  to  the  Treasury  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  July  4  to  explain  why  it  is  that  in  the 
case  of  a  chemist  practising  on  the  panels  of  Essex 
and  Middlesex  no  payment  has  yet  been  made  to 
him  for  accounts  rendered  over  two  months  ago  to  the 
Insurance  Committees  of  these  counties  for  work  done 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act ;  and  whether  the  delay 
is  general  or  limited  to  these  counties  only. — Mr.  Master- 
man  replied  that  the  regulations  which  are  incorporated 
in  the  agreements  entered  into  by,  the  chemists  provide 
for  periodical  advances,  although  a  final  settlement  can 
only  be  made  at  the  end  of  the  medical  year.  Advances 
have  already  been  made  by  the  Essex  and  Middlesex 
Insurance  Committees  on  accounts  rendered  up  to  the  end 
of  the  last  quarter,  and  he  is  not  aware  of  any  case  in 
which  payments  have  not  been  made  by  Insurance  Com- 
mittees when  accounts  have  been  rendered. 

Payments  in  Norwich.— Mr.  Masterman  said,  in 
reply  to  a  question  on  Wednesday,  that  he  was  in- 
formed by  the  Norwich  Insurance  Committee  that  an 
advance  payment  of  370Z.  was  made  to  the  Norwich 
Friendly  Societies  Institute  on  May  2  last,  on  an  under- 
taking given  by  the  trustees  for  the  due  application  of 
the  money,  although  the  rules  of  the  Institute  had  not  at 
the  time  been  approved  by  the  Commissioners  or  by  the 
Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies.  The  Committee  have 
offered  to  make  a  further  advance,  and,  acting  on  the 
instructions  of  the  Commissioners,  are  prepared  to  do  so 
on  a  liberal  basis;  but  inasmuch  as  they  are  only  em- 
powered by  the  Act  to  make  a  contribution  towards  the 
expenditure  incurred  by  the  institution  on  the  medical 
attendance  and  treatment  of  insured  persons,  they  must 
be  satisfied  that  such  expenditure  has,  in  fact,  been  in- 
Cui"red'  He  Was  not  aware  that  tnere  has  been  any  unavoid- 
able delay  on  the  part  of  the  Committee.  An  agreement 
is  being  arrived  at  between  the  Commissioners  and  the 
representatives  of  approved  institutions  as  to  the  basis  on 
which  contributions  towards  their  expenditure  may,  be 
properly  made  by  the  Insurance  Committee

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  Duyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

THERE  is  no  appreciable  increase  in  the  volume  of 
business,  and  none  is  looked  for  during  this  and 
next  month.  The  chief  alterations  include  a  further 
advance  in  citric  acid,  due  to  extreme  scarcity  on  spot.

The  Half-year's  Overseas  Trade. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  June  as  compared  with 
those  for  the  corresponding  month  of  a  year  ago  make  a 
very  favourable  contrast,  the  imports  (58,322,611?.)  being 
7,654,965?.  more,  and  the  exports  (42,836,568?.)  bein?  7,864,237?. 
more.  The  re-exports  also  show  the  remarkable  increase  of 
2,802,568?.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  the 
London  dock  strike  was  in  full  swing  during  June  last 
year,  but,  making  due  allowance  for  this,  the  figures  indi- 
cate continued  progress.  Especially  is  this  so  of  drugs  and 
chemicals,  June  imports  of  which  were  up  by  103,882?.  to 
976,002?.,  while  export's  were  up  by  346,245?. 'to  1,638,825?. 
The  features  of  the  chemical  imports  comprise  an  increase  of 
20,139?.  in  unenumerated  chemicals,  17,422?.  more  for  un- 
enumerated  drugs,  and  16,866?.  more  for  calcium  carbide, 
these  being  the  largest  items :  the  chief  decreases  were  in 
dye-stuffs.  Altogether  twenty-two  scheduled  items  increased 
and  eleven  items  decreased;  on  the  export  side,  only  two 


items — bleaching-powder  and  soda-compounds — fell  off  in 
value  (the  latter,  however,  showing  an  increase  in  quantity 
by  900  cwt.).  The  largest  increase  was  in  chemical  manures 
(chiefly  ammonia  sulphate)  by  100,859?.  Medicines  and  the 
like  were  63,549/.  more  on  a  total  of  179,223/.,  which  is  very 
satisfactory.  Turning  to  the  six  months'  trading  for 
chemicals  and  the  like,  we  have  the  following  figures  :

The  section  comprising  medicines  shows  exports  for  the  six

British 
quinine  exports  shrank  from  705,916  oz.  to  608,963  oz.  for  the 
six  months,  but  the  shipments  of  those  declared  as  of 
"foreign"  make  rose  from  50,867  oz.  to  245,239  oz.  Our 
six  months'  imports  of  quinine  were  slightly  less  in  quantity, 
but  more  in  value — viz.,  1,416,716  oz.  (56,176?.),  against 
1,571,206  oz.  (45,585?.)  in  1912. 

Manchester  Chemical  Market. 

July  8. 

Iieturns  of  exports  for  the  past  month  continue  on  a  satis- 
factory basis,  and,  although  the  Royal  visit  to  Lancashire 
is  overshadowing  business,  home  demand  continues  on  a 
fair  scale  in  heavy  chemicals.  No  doubt  the  continuous 
strikes  in  the  cotton  districts,  coupled  with  the  depression 
in  the  iron  trade,  is  restricting  demand  to  some  extent, 
but  buyers  show  more  willingness  to  operate  for  forward 
delivery  than  has  been  the  case  for  some  time  past.  Sulphate 
of  copper  continues  on  the  down  grade,  although  the  decline 
in  the  raw  metal  does  not  appear  to  have  affected  it  to  any 
great  extent.  The  anticipated  inquiry  in  this  centre  for 
export  does  not  seem  to  have  materialised,  and  to-day's 
prices  are  around  22?.  5.s.  to  22?.  7s.  6c?.  per  ton,  delivered 
Manchester;  the  outlook  forward  is  far  from  bright.  White 
powdered  arsenic  rules  low  at  16?.  to  17/.  per  ton.  Lead- 
products  are  easier  at  27/.  to  28?.  per  ton  for  nitrate;  white 
acetate,  26/.  to  26/.  10s.  ;  and  brown  acetate  of  lead,  23?. 
to  23?.  lOs.  per  ton.  Yellow  prussiate  is  quoted  6jcZ.  per  lb., 
and  permanganate  of  potash  36?.  10s.  to  36?.  12s.  6c/.  per 
ton.  Brown  acetate  of  lime  ranges  from  7?.  10s.  to  7?.  12s.  6c?. 
joer  ton,  and  grey  12?.  15s.  per  ton.  In  acids,  arsenic  is 
quoted  18?.  5s.  per  ton;  nitric,  11?.  2s.  6</.  ;  acetic,  glacial, 
37/.  ;  sulphuric,  fuming,  6?.  Tar-products  continue  quiet, 
and  there  is  not  much  new  business  to  report. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  continues  of  a 
fairly  satisfactory  character.  The  home  trade  is  affected 
somewhat  by  industrial  holidays  in  various  quarters,  but 
the  general  demand,  more  especially  against  contracts,  is 
good.  Export  trade  is  on  the  brisk  and  steady  side.  Prices 
are  well  maintained  and  do  not  show  great  fluctuations. 

Sulphate  op  Ammonia. — This  market  is  distinctly  on  the 
quiet  side,  and  that  business  which  has  been  passing  seems 
to  have  been  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  covering  previous 
sales.  Little  or  nothing  is  being  concluded  on  forward 
account,  as  makers'  ideas  for  July-December  are  5s.  extra, 
and  July-March  7s.  6cZ.  per  ton  advance  on  current  figures. 
Present  nearest  figures  are  :  London  terms,  12/.  5s. ;  Leith, 
13/.;  Liverpool,  12?.  17s.  6c?.  to  12?.  18s.  9c/.;  and  Hull, 
12?.  16s.  3cZ. 

Alkali-peoduce. — Values  are  steadily  maintained.  For 
bleaching-powder  there  is  a  heavier  demand,  while  that  for 
caustic  soda  and  ammonia  alkali  is  a  good  average.

Sir, — It  appears  to  me  that  veronal  is  going  to  be  a 
fashionable  poison  for  would-be  suicides.  Two  cases 
have  come  under  my  direct  notice  recently.  On 
May  31  I  supplied  twenty-five  tabloids,  and  the 
patient  took  twenty  straight  off.  Result,  collapse  and  un- 
consciousness for  thirty-six  hours.  Patient  recovered. 
Fourteen  days  later  another  chemist  supplied  a  bottle  of 
twenty-five  tabloids  to  a  friend  of  the  first-mentioned. 
She  took  ten.  Result  ,  exhaustion ;  but  prompt  measures 
saved  her  life.  Would  it  be  possible  for  us  to  get  it 
transferred  from  Part  2  of  the  Schedule  to  Part  1,  and 
thus  render  it  more  difficult  to  purchase  except  with  a 
prescription?

Pricing  Insurance  Prescriptions. 

Sir, — In  view  of  the  many  different  decisions  re 
pricing  of  Insurance  prescriptions,  and  the  fact  that 
local  Insurance  Committees  are  allowed  to  make 
their  own  special  arrangements,  might  I  suggest  the 
advisability  of  a  joint  meeting  of  the  various  local 
Association  secretaries,  together  with  all  other  phar- 
macists acting  in  any  official  capacity  (either  as  checkers 
or  any  similar  office)  under  the  National  Insurance  Act  ? 
To  make  this  practicable  I  would  suggest  that  meetings 
be  held  in  the  various  large  centres,  such  as  Liverpool, 
Manchester,  Newcastle,  and  Birmingham,  so  that  the 
secretaries  and  others  from  the  surrounding  districts 
could  conveniently  attend  and  discuss  matters.  By  so 
doing,  I  certainly  think  it  would  be  possible  to  come  to 
some  more  satisfactory  system  than  at  present  exists. 
Some  cases  which  have  been  brought  to  my  notice  show 
that  many  different  rulings  are  adopted  by  the  checkers 
in  different  districts,  and  it  would  be  much  more  satis- 
factory if  rulings  which  are  more  approximate  existed. 
I  understand  that  the  secretaries  of  the  various  In- 
surance Committees  do  meet  to  discuss  matters  in  the 
large  centres,  and  I  think  a  similar  plan  would  be 
greatly  to  the  advantage  of  pharmacists  generally,  and 
would  tend  to  enable  us  to  remedy  the  anomalies  which 
at  present  exist.  Yours  trulv,

Unregistered  Druggists  and  Dispensing. 

Sir., — I  have  read  your  interesting  report  of  the 
evidence  given  on  behalf  of  drug-stores  before  the 
National  Insurance  Act  Committee,  which  so  far  does 
not,  in  my  opinion,  include  the  legal  claims  of  our  mem- 
bers, as  I  was  unfortunately  prevented  from  giving 
personal  evidence,  owing  to  an  operation  I  had  to  go 
through  about  that  date ;  otherwise  I  should  have  been 


in  a  position  to  submit  further  evidence  on  behalf  of 
indentured  and  unindentured  dispensing  druggists,  some 
of  whom  are,  in  addition,  apothecaries'  dispensers.  Many 
of  these  men  have  been  dispensing  medicines  for  the  past 
forty  years,  some  of  them  having  spent  the  best  of  their 
days  as  branch  managers  and  dispensers  to  registered 
chemists  and  druggists  previous  to  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  It  was  admitted  in  Parliament 
time  after  time  that  such  persons  should  have  received 
some  recognition  as  a  protection  of  vested  interests, 
though  it  was  admitted  on  several  occasions  by  Govern- 
ment officials,  and  also  in  answer  to  our  petition,  that 
our  interests  in  the  Pharmacy  Act  and  the  schedules 
remained  untouched.  Many  of  these  druggists  have  paid 
large  premiums  to  acquire  the  art  and  knowledge,  but 
are  now,  under  the  Insurance  Act,  not  only  debarred 
from  dispensing  any  medical  prescription  for  insured 
persons,  but  even  a  small  quantity  of  pulv.  acid,  boric, 
has  been  deemed  by  these  local  Insurance  Committees 
to  be  a  prescription  which  they  cannot  dispense.  Now, 
Sir,  on  behalf  of  those  to  whom  I  am  referring  and  whose 
claims  to  recognition  were  investigated  many  years  ago 
by  the  writer,  also  their  business,  I  am  compelled  to  deny 
the  astounding  evidence  given  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  re 
dispensing,  and  that  such  evidence,  so  far  as  we  are  con- 
cerned, will  not  pass  muster.  We  fail  to  see  why  Army 
dispensers  and  apothecaries'  assistants  should  take  pre- 
cedence. 

"  As  regards  the  claim  that  these  people  have  done  dis- 
pensing, we  absolutely  deny  that."  said  Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
who  went  on  to  suggest  that  a  simple  way  of  testing  that 
claim  would  be  to  call  for  the  prescription-books  of  those 
who  make  that  statement. 

Well,  Sir,  even  that  is  not  an  impossibility.  Because  a 
"  druggist  "  does  ordinary  dispensing,  that  surely  is  no 
reason  why  he  should  be  called  upon  to  do  what  many 
registered  chemists  cannot  in  these  days  see  their  way  to 
do — register  their  business.  Now  that  the  qualification  to 
dispense  under  the  Insurance  Act  is  to  be  according  to 
requirements  laid  down  by  the  Privy  Council,  who,  it 
may  not  be  generally  known,  are  well  acquainted  with 
the  claims  and  personal  experience  of  our  members, 
many  of  whom  as  dispensers  have  spent  years  in  medical 
institutions.  It  is  not  my  intention  to  enlarge  upon  this 
subject,  as  our  position  and  experience  are  well  known 
to  the  Privy  Council  and  the  Government  officials ;  but 
with  regard  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  if  he  refers  to  any  of 
the  annual  pharmaceutical  calendars  he  will  find  that  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  thus  established  a  distinction  between 
qualified  and  unqualified  chemists,  giving  titles  which 
the  public  might  recognise,  but  did  not  interfere  with 
the  sale  of  drugs  or  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions. 
Unregistered  druggists  have  been  known  to  dispense  for 
Royalty.  Yours,  etc. .

Buildings,  London,  E.C. — E.  S.  (Sidmouth)  (131/42). 

An  Index  of  Efficiency. 
The  first  observation  of  "  Xrayser  II."  in  last  weeks 
issue  caused  me  to  study  carefully  the  January-July  index 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  June  23.  _  From  long  per- 
sonal experience  I  can  endorse  "  Xrayser's  "  encomiums  of 
C.  (fJ  D.  indices  in  general,  and  of  the  latest  of  these  in 
particular.  It  is  most  useful  and  most  comprehensive.  I 
had  the  curiosity  to  count  up  the  number  of  references  in  a 
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page  of  index,  eventually  going  the  length  of  totting  up 
the  whole  seventeen.  The  result  showed  no  fewer  than  7.56U 
references  to  items  of  drug-trade  interest  mentioned  in 
weekly  issues  of  the  C.  &  I),  during  the  past  six  months. 
Pursuing  my  investigations,  I  applied  the  same  mathe- 
matical test  to  the  indices  of  two  other  drug-trade  journals 
for  a  simultaneous  period,  and  found  that  the  C.  J-  D.  index 
contained,  nearly  1,000  references  more  than  the  two  added 
together.  The  C.  &  D.  compilation  is  more  than  an  index 
ot  references— it  is  an  index  of  efficiency. — M.  P.  S.  (141/41). 

Last  Week's  "  C.  cfc  D."

to  comment. 

Manchester  Scholarship  needs  revision.  It  is  quite  usual 
tc,  apply  to  the  Courts  in  order  to  alter  the  terms  of  these 
old  bequests,  as  they  outgrow  their  day  and  generation 
My  pet  idea  19  to  see  the  Registrar  keeping  such  scholar- 
ships m  front  of  his  team  of  apprentices  in  his  letters  to 
apprentices,  which  I  hold  are  a  necessary  part  of  a  curri- 
culum for  apprentices.    Shall  we  give  it  five  more  years  ' 

insurance  Act.—  Drug  Committee's  report:  "  Mr.  Hutchin- 
son put  in  a  statement  [of  his  Society's]  to  prove  that  the 
average  value  of  a  drug-store  was  600^."  He  is  a  long  way 
out.  Six  hundred  shillings  is  more  like  some  of  them.  They 
know  it,  but,  like  many  chemists,  they  don't  know  what 
their  stock  is.  How  then  can  they  state  it  correctly'  Mr 
Schuster  marvelled  at  the  high  percentage  of  failures  in 
the  Minor  examination.  These  failures  could  be,  and  should 
be,  reduced  to  5  per  cent,  (or  less)  if  we  had  a  proper  series 
ot  graduated  examinations  with  a  sensible  curriculum  and 
a  Registrar  whose  business  would  be  to  keep  in  touch  with 
every  apprentice  and  assistant  until  the  final  stage  of  the 
Minor  is  over,  instead  of  a  Registrar  who  merely  holds  out 
his  hand  for  the  fees.  "  Education  a  bit  above  the  actual 
needs  of  the  public  "  was  another  item.  Not  above  ;  merely 
unsuitable.  A  hopeless  muddle  of  pettv  tasks  quite  outside 
the  real  needs  of  our  craft,  which  is  left  to  take  care  of 
itself  by  rule-of-thumb  methods.  Is  any  man  rash  enough 
to  deny  this?  I  heard  this  week  of  a  man  who  had  tried 
the  Minor  ten  times  and  now  carries  on  -a  drug-store  as  a 
company.  I  just  scraped  through,  I  think,  myself,  and 
am  in  good  company,  for  Mr.  Giyn-Jones  says  he  did  the 
same,  so  that  I  have  always  sympathised  with  those  drug- 
store men  who  really  served  an  apprenticeship  and  honestlv 
studied  and  tried  the  Minor;  but  I  agree  with  Dr  Moore 
of  Leeds  when  he  says  "  it  is  not  right  that  uneducated 
men  should  be  put  m  the  same  position  as  a  chemist  "  The 
sheep  need  separating  from  the  goats,  and  the  Drug-stores 
Association  admit  this  by  having  now  an  examination  of 
then-  own.  I  know  men  who  run  drug-stores  who  can't 
spell  or  read  or  write  correctly;  they  began  as  errand-boys 
and  finished  service  as  porters  or  warehousemen  before 
opening  a  shop  of  their  own.  How  can  they  supervise  the 
sale  of  drugs?  What  a  hopeless  muddle  it  all  is,  and  just 
like  the  present  state  of  dentists— 6,000  qualified,  15,000  un- 
qualified and  quacks.  Mr.  White  agrees  "  it  passes  the 
wit  of  man  to  devise  a  means  of  bringing  in  the  Hall 
assistants."  Mr.  White  does  not  do  himself  justice.  If  that 
difficulty  exists  under  the  recent  Act,  surely  the  Privy 
Council  can  settle  it  if  requested.  Insurance  dispensing, 
I  said  in  1912.  will  not  keep  qualified  men  going  at  50s! 
a  _ week  and  leave  any  profit  to  the  owner  of  the  business. 
We  must  have  assistants  able  to  do  the  work  at  25s.  to  30s. 
a  week,  and  leave  superior  men  free  to  earn  50s'.  if  they  can 
prove  themselves  worth  it.  Our  troubles  are  due  to  the  fact 
that  our  Society  in  the  past  has  been  controlled  by  men  who 
were  passing  into  the  wholesale  or  out  of  'the  retail 
altogether:  they  and  their  sons  after  them;  for  many  of 
the  old  businesses  are  coming  on  the  market  for  want  of 
sons  to  carry  them  on.  The  old  men  still  left  still  refuse 
to  adapt  our  examinations  to  modern  ideas  simply  because 
they  are  disappointed  men.  Their  position  used  to  be 
envied ;  now  w^e  have  a  sort  of  free  trade  in  drugs.  And 
heaps  of  the  younger  men  are  still  loaded  up  with  the  hope- 
less old  idea  of  making  our  craft  into  a  profession. 
"  Xrayser  "  says  :  "  Things  are  to  be  done  which  will  make 
old  men  sit  up."  Only  twenty-five  years  behind.—  Jay 
Mack.

Leeches.— .1/.  H:  W.  (133/57) —Charge  as  medicine, 
adding  33  per  cent,  to  cost.    No  dispensing-fee. 

'•  Tabloids."— Subscriber  (128/2).— Charge  for  "tabloid 
ext._  thyroid  gland  gr.  iiss."  at  list  rate  (which  is  the 
minimum  retail  price),  plus  dispensing-fee  as  for  tablets. 

Capsules.— Guaiacol  (134/26).— Add  one-third  to  cost  of 
capsules  and  charge  the  proper  dispensing-fee  in  addition — 
e.g.,  thirty-six  guaiacol  capsules  m.ij-  would  be  priced 
Is.  l^d.  {i.e.,  8^d.  for  capsules  costing  1st.  6(7.  per  100,  and 
5(7.  dispensing-fee). 


Lysol. — Tynes  (128/9). — Certainly  an  order  for  "  Lysol 
5  gal."  is  likely  to  be  vetoed  as  extravagant  prescribing, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  patient  will  need  to  use  it  for 
several  months.  It  would  be  far  6afer,  as  regards  your 
payment  being  passed,  to  get  the  medical  man  to  order 
a  week's  supply  at  a  time.

Elixir  Incompatibility. 

Will  you  kindly  let  me  know  what  it  is  that  causes  a| 
copious  precipitate  in  the  following  prescription  ? 

Liq.  strychninse   3iij. 

Elixir  saccharin  3]- 

Syr.  limonis  ad     ...       ...       ...  Siij. 

Would  it  be  advisable  to  omit  the  elix.  saccharin.  ?

F.  E.  W.  (128/68.) 

[We  have  not  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  precipitate  which 
you  describe,  and  we  should  not  expect  any  precipitation 
to  occur  in  the  mixture.  We  used  elixir  glusidi  B.P.C.. 
both  from  some  at  least  two  years  old  and  from  6ome  newly 
made,  without  any  difference  in  result,  the  mixture  re- 
maining quite  clear  after  having  stood  two  days.  As  there 
can  be  no  precipitation  from  the  solution  of  strychnine  and 
syrup  of  lemon,  the  trouble  must  be  sought  for  in  the  elixir. 
That  which  you  have  used  may  be  of  unusual  composition.] 


Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "The  Chemists'  and 
Drugrgrists'  Diary,"  1913,  PP.  211-242  and  pp.  457-459.  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 

F.  W.  T.  (125/39). — So  long  as  you  use  the  name  of  any 
part  of  the  body  without  the  word  "  corn,"  or  any  suggestion 
of  it,  the  plaster  will  net  be  liable  to  duty. 

W.  It.  (122/46). — Assistants'  Holidays. — Salaries  and 
wages  are  paid  in  the  retail  drug-trade  to  assistants  on  holi- 
day. Wo  do  not  know,  and  have  not  known,  any  instance 
in  which  they  are  not. 

G.  A.  li.  (125/56). — Since  you  cannot  get  your  lease 
renewed,  and  the  landlord  permits  you  to  remain  as  a  year 
by  year  tenant,  you  have  to  give  notice  at  Christmas  for  the 
expiry  of  the  agreement  in  June  1913. 

Dens  (123/1). — American  Dental  Diplomas  are  not  recog- 
nised in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  if  they  are  used  by  any 
unregistered  person  in  a  manner  which  implies  that  he  is 
specially  qualified  to  practise  dentistry  it  is  an  offence  under 
Section  3  of  the  Dentists  Act.  See  C.  <6  D.,  June  28,  index 
folio  962,  and  C.  d-  D.  Diary,  p.  234. 

A.  M.  J.  (140/40)  asks  if  it  is  illegal  to  use  scales  other 
than  chemists'  dispensing  and  counter  scales  in  a  chemist's 
shop  or  in  a  dispensary  set  up  for  dispensing  Insurance  Act 
prescriptions.  [No ;  any  scales  which  can  correctly  weigh 
and  are  sensitive  to  the  quantities  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Trade,  and  which  have  been  verified  and  officially 
stamped,  can  be  used  for  the  purpose.    See  C.  &  D.  Diary.] 

Aspirin  (123/52)  has  received  from  the  landlord  of  certain 
premises  a  letter  containing  the  following  words:  "I  shall 
be  pleased  to  let  you  the  business  premises  ....  at  15s. 
per  week,  and  as  lon/j  as  the  rent  is  paid  regularly  shall 
neither  give  you  notice  to  leave,  nor  raise  the  rent  for  at 
least  five  years."  Is  the  letter  a  binding  legal  document?, 
[In  our  opinion  the  letter,  if  stamped  as  a  lease,  will  be 
binding  on  the  landlord  as  an  agreement  for  a  lease  upon 
the  terms  mentioned  therein ;  but,  in  order  that  the  land- 
lord's successors  may  be  bound,  "Aspirin"  should  have  a 
formal  lease  or  agreement  for  a  lease  prepared  embodying 
such  terms.] 

Helvetia  (131/21). — No  licence  is  necessary  for  the  Sale  of 
Liquid  Ammonia,  which  is  not  a  scheduled  poison,  but  liquid 
preparations  of  it  containing  more  than  5  per  cent,  may 
only  be  sold  on  the  conditions  imposed  under  Section  5  of 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  for  which  see  the 
C.  if;  D.  Diary,  1913.  Liquid  Sheep-dips  containing  5  per 
cent,  or  more  of  carbolic  acid  are  specifically  excluded  from 
Part  2  of  the  Poisons  Schedule,  and  may  be  sold  by  others 
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than  registered  chemists  under  the  conditions  mentioned  in 
the  Schedule.  Solid  sheep-dips  containing  carbolic  acid 
are  neither  scheduled  nor  covered  by  Section  5  conditions, 
so  that'  they  may  be  retailed  by  any  trader. 

Puzzled  (116/47). — The  clerk  informed  you  correctly.  Your 
off  wine-licence,  being  a  new  one,  requires  confirmation  by 
the  County  Confirming  Authority.  There  is  no  other  course 
open  to  you  now,  if  you  desire  the  licence,  than  to  renew 
your  application  at  the  general  annual  licensing  meet- 
ing in  February  next.  The  steps  to  be  taken  a6  to  notices, 
etc.,  are  given  in  the  Diary;  but  a6,  when  the  licence  has 
been  granted  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Licensing  Justices, 
the  applicant  receives  instruction  with  the  licence  as  to 
what  further  steps  he  is  to  take,  these  further  particulars 
have  not  been  given  in  the  Diary  out  of  considerations  of 
space.    Your  difficulty  has,  however,  been  noted.

TV.  TEL.  (113/62).— (1)  _  Hypnotics.— A  list  of  hypnotics  of 
the  di-ethyl  barbituric-acid  group,  and  which  are  now 
poisons  in  Part  II.  of  the  Schedule  of  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  was  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  April  12,  index  folio  560. 
The  makers  of  bromural  and  adalin  have  since  emphasised 
the  fact  that  these  substances  are  harmless  hypnotics,  and 
are  not  included  in  the  above-mentioned  group.  (2)  Gold 
Paint. — The  basis  may  be  either  of  the  following  liquids : 
a)  Resin  1  oz.,  benzine  20  oz. 
6)  Celluloid  £  oz.,  amyl  acetate  20  oz. 

(c)  Gold  size  and  turpentine  or  spirit  equal  parts. 

(d)  Borax-shellac  solution  2j  parts,  spirit  1  part. 

To  one  pint  of  either  of  the  above  is  added  1  oz.  of  bronze- 
powder.  Acidity  of  the  liquid  produces  a  green  fluid  after 
contact  with  the  bronze  powder,  which  is  prevented  by 
neutralising  with  chalk. 

M.  D.  E.  (112/12).— Dby-hot.— The  spreading  of  dry-rot 
is  prevented  by  the  free  use  of  carbolic  acid,  but  where 
dry-rot  is  found  to  be  present  drastic  measures  should  at 
once  be  taken  by  cutting  out  affected  wood,  properly  ventilat- 
ing the  spaces  beneath  the  floor  boards,  and  applying  freely 
a  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  in  spirit  (6  oz.  to  the  gal.) 
to  remove  the  cause.  The  Board  of  Agriculture,  4  White- 
hall Place,  London,  S.W.,  publishes  a  leaflet  (No.  113)  on 
the  subject,  which  you  should  write  for — it  is  sent  free. 

Rrlsil  (112/68). — Preserving  Cut  Flowers. — Small  quan- 
tities of  potassium  nitrate  or  ammonium  chloride  dissolved 
in  the  water  in  which  cut  flowers  are  placed  have  the  effect 
of  preserving  them  in  good  condition  for  a  longer  time  than 
otherwise.  We  remember  seeing  it  stated  that  the  addition 
of  _a  few  drops  of  tincture  of  nux  vomica  had  a  similar 
action,  and  dipping  the  whole  bloom  in  weak  mucilage  is 
another  recommendation  that  has  been  made. 

A.  J.  (132/69). — We  do  not  undertake  to  furnish  formulae 
for  imitations  of  proprietary  articles. 

R.  M.  L.  (131/29).— You  do  not  tell  us  why  there  is 
"  mucus  on  your  chest."  but  you  cannot  be  wrong  in  taking 
10  drops  of  ipecacuanha  wine  along  with  20  drops  of  sal 
volatile  two  hours  before  bedtime.  Try  oil  of  wormwood  for 
keeping  away  fleas. 

X.  Y.  Z.  (130/60).— Ointment  for  Bad  Legs.— The  sample 
of  ointment  you  send  has  the  following  approximate 
composition  :

Paraff.  molle    aa.  3'iss. 

Ung.  picis    3SS- 

Misce. 

J.  S.  (Malta)  (115/30). — Cumin  Fruit  is  imported  in  sacks, 
the  fruit  being  separated  from  the  stalks.  We  do  not  think 
there  is  any  demand  for  imported  Pennyroyal  Herb,  suffi- 
cient being  grown  in  this  country  to  supply  the  demand. 
Pennyroyal  oil  is  distilled  from  the  fresh  herb  in  Spain, 
Southern  France,  and  Algiers. 

C.  &  P.  (128/64).— Water-softener.— This  is  "  Crescent  " 
brand  sodium  bicarbonate,  the  needle  crystals  giving  it  a 
distinct  character.

E.  Y.  S.  (124/57).— Kephaldol.— The  following  not  very 
intelligible  description  is  the  only  information  we  can  find1 
as  to  the  composition  of  this  substance  : 

Kephaldol  is  a  reaction  product  resulting  under  certain 
circumstances  from  the  reaction  of  citric  acid  and  salicylic- 
acid  upon  phenetidins  and  subsequent  neutralisation  of 
any  free  acid  present  with  alkafoidal  quinine  or  witb 
sodium  carbonate. 

H.  E.  C.  (125/3).— Ink  for  Rubber  Type.— The  paste  form 
of  black  ink  is  probably  ordinary  printers'  ink. 

Bany  (1/13). — (1)  Manufacture  of  Caseinates. — The 
sodium,  ammonium,  and  potassium  caseinates  are  prepared 
by  adding  the  caustic  alkalies  to  the  -moist  freshly  precipi- 
tated casein.  The  advantage  is  that  the  products  are  more 
soluble,  but  they  cannot  be  made  advantageously  on  a  small 
scale.  (2)  The  "  tasteless  "  variety  of  castor  oil  is  prepared 
from  decorticated  seeds.  (3)  The  addition  of  white  hellebore 
to  insect-powder  would  cause  much  sneezing  if  employed  in 
the  bed.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago. 

Reprinted  from  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  July  i5,  iS63, 


The  Forthcoming  Pharmacopoeia. 

According  to  the  Report  of  the  Special  Pharmacopoeia 
Committee,  which  has  been  printed  in  the  Minutes  of  the 
Medical  Council,  the  editors  will  finish  their  task  about 
the  end  of  September ;  consequently  we  may  expect  to  6ee 
the  long-looked-for  work  in  October.  The  Report  was  under 
consideration  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Medical  Council, 
when  the  following  resolutions,  with  others  which  we  need 
not  print,  were  agreed  to : 

"  That  the  proposed!  price  of  the  Pharmacopoeia— viz.,  7*.  6<f. 
for  the  large  and  5s.  for  the  small  edition — be  submitted,  accord- 
ing to  the  provision's  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  to  the  Commit  ioners 
of °the  Treasury." 

"  That  Dr.  Cihristison  be  requested  to  prepare  and  publish  an 
explanatory  statement  of  the  forthcoming  Pharmacopueia.  showing 
its  composition,  the  principles  of  dts  construction,  the  changes 
introduced,  and  the  necessity  under  which  the  members  of  the 
several  branches  of  the  medical  profession  will  lie  of  making 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  in  place 
of  the  Phan-macopceias  which  it  i®  to  supersede." 

"  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  watch, 
the  progress  of  the  Bill  on  Weights  and  Measures,  now  before 
Parliament,  and,  in  the  event  of  its  passing  the  second  reading,  to 
take  such  steps,  by  petition,  in  the  name  of  the  Council,  or  other- 
wise, as  may  seem  to  them  best  calculated  to  prevent  the  enactment 
of  any  statutory  restriction  or  obligation  affecting  the  Use  of 
weights  and  measures  in  pharmacy,  unless  with  such  provisions  as 
shall  obviate  the  risk  of  its  inconvenient  or  premature  enforce- 
ment." 

We  may  here  remind  our  readers  that  the  Medical  Council 
came  to  a  decision  .as  to  the  system  of  weights  to  be  adopted 
last  October,  when  it  was  resolved  : 

"  That  the  weights  used  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  be 
the  Imperial,  or  Avoirdupois,  pound,  ounce,  and  grain  ;  and 
that  the  term  'drachm'  and  'scruple,'  as  designating 
specific  weights,  be  abolished."

Pp.  iv+230.  12*'.  bd.  net.  (Wiley,  New  York;  Chapman 
&  Hall,  Ltd.,  London.)  [During  the  past  three  or  four 
years  sanitarians  have  proved  that  bleaching-powder  is,  in 
the  light  of  modern  knowledge,  a  more  powerful  bactericide 
than  they. had  been  inclined  to  credit.  Old  ideas  regard-' 
ing  its  efficacy  as  an  antiseptic  and  deodorant  have  been  con- 
firmed in  scientific  experiment.  This  book,  by  the  Techni- 
cal Director  cf  the  Hooker  Electrochemical  Co..  Niagara, 
is  a  collection  of  data  relating  to  the  uses  of  chloride  of 
lime  in  sanitation.  Seven  preliminary  chapters,  occupying 
seventy-eight  pages,  deal  with :  (1)  Chloride  of  lime,  its 
origin,  production,  and' properties ;  (2)  its  use  for  water- 
purification,  in  which  it  is  remarkably  efficacious;  (3) 
sewage  disinfection;    (4)   street    sprinkling  and  flushing;

The  rest  of  the  book  is  devoted  to  abstracts 
and  references,  of  which  the  seven  chapters  may  be  re- 
garded as  a  summary.]

(E.  Marlborough  Co.)  [This  is  one  of 
the  publisher's  Self-taught  Series  of  books  on  languages, 
and  is  specially  designed,  apparently,  for  persons  who  have 
not  been  taught  Latin  at  school,  yet  require  to  know  some- 
thing about  it.  It  consists  chiefly  of  thirty-two  vocabularies, 
elementary  grammar,  and  practical  phrases  and  sentences. 
The  vocabularies  include  chemical  terms,  dispensing  terms, 
and  medical  terms.  The  k  sound  is  given  to  the  c,  so 
that  acidum  is'  pronounced  ahk'id-oom,  eitras  is  kee'trahss, 
and  scvlla  skeel'lah,  which  is  pedantic.  An  excellent 
shillingsworth  nevertheless,  and  it  may  .be  got  in  cloth 
for  Is.  bd.']
